“New Television” when a de¬ 
cision at the top of Cultural 
Programming in Virginia 
pulled the plug on the show. 

Charles Atlas is a respect¬ 


ed videographer who has 
recorded many of Merce Cun¬ 
ningham’s dance pieces and is 
recognized as well for his 
own works. His recent video, 
Because We Must, was fea¬ 
tured in the 1991 Whitney Bi¬ 
ennial and played at the 1990 
San Francisco International 
Gay and Lesbian Film Festi¬ 
val. 

Producers Lois Bianchi 
and Susan Dowling of 
WGBH, PBS Boston, have

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Home Turf, which DiPrima 
has hosted on Saturdays since 
1985. 

DiPrima told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “We asked for 
prime time, and they said 
OK. So we had five weeks to 
plan eight weeks of program¬ 
ming, We chose key issues, 
and there was no way not to 
include gay and lesbian 
youth.” 

By pre-empting eight con¬ 
secutive weeks of NBC 
prime-time programming to 
air Home Turf, KRON-TV 
became the only television 
station in the country to air 


regularly scheduled youth 
programming in prime time. 

According to Pam Rorke 
Levy, KRON executive pro¬ 
ducer of programming, Home 
Turf was designed to “show¬ 
case the diversity of the Bay 
Area and give young people a 
chance to be heard on a vari¬ 
ety of subjects, such as 
racism, sexism, violence, fash¬ 
ion, sex and gay and lesbian 
issues.” 

The taping for the July 21 
show took place at KRON’s 
studios on July 18. DiPrima 
and her producers made sure

Resolution Threatens 
Scouts' Charter, Funding

Pressure on the Boy Scouts 
to change their policy of ex¬ 
cluding gays increased this 
week with a resolution before 
the Board of Supervisors that 
could threaten the organiza¬ 
tion’s congressional charter 
and with the creation of a task 
force within the United Way of 
the Bay Area to determine 
what the giant charity is to do 
about its funding of an anti-gay 
agency. 


Maintaining that “it’s a 
question of simple justice,” 
Supervisor Roberta Achten- 
berg has introduced a resolu¬ 
tion before the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors urging the Boy 
Scouts of America to abolish 
its policy of barring lesbians, 
gays and bisexuals from 
working with the youth 
group. 

“Their avowed policy of 
excluding gay and bisexual 
youth from their ranks instills

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Milk Backs 
Hongisto, 
Keeps Harris

Boycotting the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian and Gay Demo¬ 
cratic Club’s mayoral endorse¬ 
ment vote, about 60 backers 
of Mayor Art Apios protest¬ 
ed Tuesday night’s over¬ 
whelming vote to support 
City Assessor Richard 
Hongisto while charging the 
candidate’s staff with illegally 
stacking the membership 
roles. 

And in a clear-cut victory 
for club President Jean Har¬ 
ris, the club’s general mem¬ 
bership voted 236-28 against 
removing her from office. 

With claims that Hongisto 
staffers recruited last-minute 
Milk Club members to vote 
to endorse the candidate, Ag- 
nos’ supporters carried signs 
painting the club’s endorse¬ 
ment as tainted by illegal 
vote buying. 

Although the Milk Club 
was viewed by some to be an 
Agnos club, only Hongisto 
appeared at the club’s en¬ 


dorsement meeting. 

In a prepared written state¬ 
ment, Agnos said he did not 
participate in the endorse¬ 
ment meeting because he was 
respecting the wishes of his 
friends in the club. 

“Unfortunately, events of 
the past two months, with al¬ 
legations that one of the other 
campaigns used large sums of 
cash to purchase blocks of 
memberships at the last 
minute, has made that impos¬ 
sible,” Agnos said. 

Club members in atten¬ 
dance decidedly cast their 
ballots in favor of Hongisto, 
232 to Agnos’ 22. The total 
ballot count, which was ob¬ 
served by one person from 
the media to ensure fairness, 
was 278 members of 768 eli¬ 
gible to vote. 

Hongisto vigorously denies 
he himself or others from his 
staff illegally recruited or pur¬ 
chased club memberships in 
order to influence the club’s 
important endorsement vote.

FDA Panel OKs AIDS Drug ddl

WASHINGTON - An ex¬ 
perimental AIDS drug 
cleared a crucial hurdle July 
19 when a powerful expert 
panel recommended the 
medicine become the second 
to win government approval 
to treat the deadly disease. 

After a two-day hearing, 
the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration’s Antiviral Drugs Ad¬ 
visory Committee voted to 
recommend that the FDA ap¬ 
prove the drug dideoxyino- 
sine, or ddl, for adults and 
children with advanced AIDS 
who do not respond to AZT, 
the only government-ap¬ 
proved drug for the disease. 

While panel members had 
questions about ddl’s effec¬ 
tiveness and were concerned 
about its risks, they “conclud¬ 
ed that the apparent benefits 
of ddl in AIDS patients rela¬ 
tive to these risks warrant its 
approval,” the FDA said. 

The FDA must still for¬ 
mally approve the drug but 
the agency typically follows 
the recommendations of its 
advisory committees. The 
FDA was uncertain when fi¬ 
nal approval would come but 
promised to “act quickly.” 

The drug is not a cure but 
may help prolong the lives of 
patients infected with the hu¬ 
man immunodeficiency virus 
by interfering with the ability 
of HIV to reproduce. 

AZT won approval in 1987 
but many patients have to 
stop taking that drug because 
of severe anemia and bone 
marrow suppression. AZT 
also interferes with virus 
reproduction. 

ddl is chemically similar to 
AZT but appears to have dif¬ 
ferent side effects, meaning 
patients who cannot tolerate 
AZT may be ablp to take ddl. 

The panel’s vote is seen as 
a critical test of a new ap¬ 
proach to drug approval in 
the United States aimed at 
making drugs available to 
desperately ill patients faster. 

Bristol-Myers Squibb Co. 
of New York, which makes 
ddl, has given the drug to 
AIDS patients for free if they 
have no other treatment op¬ 
tions and who cannot take 
part in tests traditionally re¬ 
quired for drug approval. 

The company’s application 
did not include data from the 
standard tests used to estab¬ 
lish safety and effectiveness. 
Instead, the company relied 
on preliminary data from 
some of the patients who re¬ 
ceived the drug free and were 
tracked by their doctors. 

“We’re asking for your 
views not only on the applica¬ 
tion for ddl, we’re also seek¬ 
ing your opinion on the use¬ 
fulness of these innovations,” 
FDA Commissioner David 
Kessler told the panel July 18, 
the first day of the ddl hear¬ 
ings. 

“In the jargon of test pilots, 
this new drug application 
pushes the envelope of drug 
development and review. 
Whether these efforts provide 
evidence of the right stuff is 
for you to evaluate,” he said. 

In making its recommen¬ 
dation, the committee ac¬ 
knowledged that questions re¬ 
main about the drug’s effec¬ 
tiveness. 

But “the committee felt 
that these data, when com¬ 
bined with the gravity of the 
AIDS crisis and the fact that 
no drug is approved for AIDS 
patients unable to take AZT, 
warranted approval for the 
drug,” the FDA said. 


The committee urged that 
more studies be conducted if 
the drug is approved to eval¬ 
uate its effectiveness. 

More than 20,000 people 
have received ddl through the 
so-called “expanded-access” 
approach to unapproved

Cresson was elected as 
France’s first female prime 
minister earlier this year. 

Describing homosexuality 
as “strange to me, different 
and marginal,” Cresson told 
ABC it “exists more in the 
Anglo-Saxon tradition than in

ACT UP Pushes 
For d4T Trials

While the Bristol-Myers 
Squibb Ca celebrated the his¬ 
toric approval of the anti- 
AIDS drug ddl last week, a 
related substance the corpora¬ 
tion is also developing was 
embroiled in controversy. 

Both d4T and ddl belong 
to a class of compounds 
known as nucleoside analogs. 
They act to stop the AIDS- 
triggering virus HIV from in¬ 
tegrating itself into the genet¬ 
ic material of a human cell’s 
nucleus. 

ddl received a crucial en¬ 
dorsement from a Food and 
Drug Administration advisory 
panel and is now close to re¬ 
ceiving a marketing license. 


d4T is still undergoing initial 
tests. 

d4T gained a certain noto¬ 
riety this spring as being per¬ 
haps a major advance over 
AZT or ddl. Several PWAs 
reported dramatic improve¬ 
ment with d4T, although re¬ 
searchers cautioned it was too 
early to tell yet just how good 
the drug was. 

d4T is the only new AIDS 
treatment entering large-scale 
human trials. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate 
picketed July 22 silently out¬ 
side Davies Hospital, the San 
Francisco location of d4T tri¬ 
als. Emphasizing that it was 
not protesting against Davies 
but against Bristol-Myers,

Fired Lesbian Lecturer 
Settles for $75,000

After a nine-year struggle 
outspoken lesbian activist and 
lecturer Merle Woo has 
reached a $75,000 settlement 
in her multiple discrimina¬ 
tion and arbitration case 
against the University of Cal- 
ifornia-Berkeley. 

Previously, in both 1984 
and 1988 respectively, Woo 
succeeded in federal and state 
courts by proving that the 
university had discriminated 
against the former Asian 
American Studies lecturer. 

The settlement, reached in 
April and announced earlier 
this month, concludes a series 
of court and union battles 
against the school. 

In a press release, Woo 
said her latest victory proved 
that the university could not 
censor her outspoken views 
of campus policies. She said 
her affiliation with two so¬ 
cialist feminist organizations, 
Radical Women and the Free¬ 
dom Socialist Party, also con¬ 


tributed to her firings. 

“This latest victory proves 
again that, when met with re¬ 
sistance, the University of 
California can’t get away with 
censoring free speech and 
criticism of campus policies 
by its employees,” Woo said. 

General counsel for the 
university expressed relief 
that the case had finally 
reached a conclusion. 

“We (the university) are 
certainly glad to have this 
matter finally over,” said 
Christine Helwick, attorney 
for the University. “I’m glad 
we (Woo and UCB) found a 
mutual agreement we can 
both be happy with.” 

Woo, who is undergoing 
chemotherapy for breast can¬ 
cer, is lecturing in Women’s 
Studies at San Francisco 
State. Woo said that given 
her illness and her new posi¬ 
tion at State, she decided to 
settle for cash compensation 
rather than reinstatement at 
Berkeley. ▼ 



State Not Buying 
Penny a Paper Plan

The plan by SF Weekly 
to charge one cent per copy 
for the formerly free weekly 
newspaper may run afoul of 
the California State Board of 
Equalization, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned. 

Until last week SF Week¬ 
ly was one of more than 30 
free newspapers in California 
that became subject to an 8.25 
percent sales tax on print¬ 
ing and production costs as a 
result of AB 2181, a measure 
that was part of Gov. Pete 
Wilson’s state budget pack¬ 
age. 

At a July 17 news confer¬ 
ence criticizing the tax, SF 
Weekly Publisher Scott 
Price announced that his 
newspaper would begin 
charging one cent a copy, sub¬ 
stantially reducing his tax lia¬ 
bility. 

Had Price not begun 
charging for the newspaper, 
his tax liability would have 
been an estimated $65,000 per 
year on printing and produc¬ 
tion costs. 


Under the new tax, news¬ 
papers that charge for their 
product will pay a sales tax 
on circulation revenues rather 
than on printing and produc¬ 
tion costs. 

Following the press brief¬ 
ing, Price led a contingent of 
free newspaper publishers 
and editors to the State Board 
of Equalization offices and 
ceremoniously spilled the first 
week of the Weekly’s sale 
tax — almost $50 in pennies — 
through a collection office 
window. 

The State Board of Equal¬ 
ization is not impressed, said 
Glenn Bystron, the board’s 
principal tax auditor. 

“I don’t think we’d go for 
that,” he said. “We’ve had 
similar experiences in other 
areas. If it’s way below cost, 
we wouldn’t view it as a 
sale.” 

Bystron’s remarks brought 
swift response from Marcello 
Rodriguez, editor of the 
Weekly. 

“The Chronicle and the 
Examiner are way below

Achtenberg: 
Pro-Gay Is 
Pro-Family

While activists like Rev. 
Lou Sheldon are working 
hard to equate their homo- 
phobic values with a “pro- 
family” movement, Supervi¬ 
sor Roberta Achtenberg is 
busy promoting change in 
San Francisco that is both 
pro-gay and pro-family. 

Achtenberg, who chaired 
the Mayor’s Task Force on 
Family Policy last year, sees 
her efforts in the areas of 
child care, lesbian and gay 
youth advocacy, and repro¬ 
ductive rights as examples of 
policy areas where legislators 
can demonstrate that pro-gay 
is pro-family. 

The definition of family 
that Achtenberg uses is one of 
her own choosing. “The law 
has something to say about 
what is legally considered to 
be a family,” said Achten¬ 
berg, “but the law has some¬ 
thing to say about what are 
legally considered to be ac¬ 
ceptable sexual practices, and 
we don’t pay too much atten¬ 
tion to those laws. I don’t 
know why we would allow 
the law to define family for 
us either. We have to get out 
of the mindset that family is 
defined by law or marriage.” 

Reclaiming the language 
of family is a strategy that 
Achtenberg adapted from her 
work at the National Center 
for Lesbian Rights. Achten¬ 
berg said, “A lot of the impe¬ 
tus for this family-rights em¬ 
phasis for the lesbian and gay 
rights movement came out of 
the National Center on behalf 
of lesbian mothers and gay fa¬ 
thers.” 

In custody cases, Achten¬ 
berg and her associates found 
“we could persuade decision¬ 
makers that ‘mother’ could 
mean ‘mother’ even in the 
case of the lesbian, or a ‘fa¬ 
ther’ could be a gay father.”

cated to AIDS prevention ser¬ 
vices targeting gay and bisex¬ 
ual youth at risk for HIV in¬ 
fection. 

The ordinance was op¬ 
posed by the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce and 
the real estate industry. 

At the board’s July 22 
meeting the measure lost by a 
8-3 vote with only Supervi¬ 
sors Migden, Harry Britt and 
Terence Hallinan voting yes. 

“When it’s necessary I 
will be the first to vote for it,” 
said Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg. “I ran on a plat¬ 
form that taxes should be in¬ 
creased when necessary. I 
have no policy problems with 
raising the real estate trans¬ 
fer tax or the gross receipts 
payroll tax or any fees or tax¬ 
es when it’s necessary to fund 
programs. It’s not necessary 
at this time.” 

Achtenberg said that no 
one questions the need for the 
services, but that funding 
could come out of more than

On July 19 at City Hall rep¬ 
resentatives from several 
groups feuding over produc¬ 
tion rights to Halloween fes¬ 
tivities on Castro Street met 
to resolve their differences. 

Goals were set, and if ev¬ 
eryone can manage to agree, 
Halloween on Castro will be 
a joint, peaceful effort in 1991. 

Ken Bunch and several Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence, 
Inc., met with Joe Van Es- 
Ballesteros of Joker Produc¬ 
tions, Jean Harris from Super¬ 
visor Harry Britt’s office, Jill 
Tregor of CUAV and Sally 
De Haven of the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department’s Mis¬ 
sion Station. Larry Brinkin of 
the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion was present as modera¬ 
tor. 

Bunch said, “We aired our 
grievances, patted each other. 


and ourselves, on the back for 
past Halloween successes, and 
expressed a desire to solve 
these problems.” 

De Haven expressed con¬ 
cern about Joker’s failure to 
consult with the police prior 
to Pink Saturday and poten¬ 
tial plans for Halloween. 

She said that police at the 
precinct level would also like 
to be consulted about the per¬ 
mit process in the early stages 
of event planning for logisti¬ 
cal reasons. 

Bunch, Harris and Van Es- 
Ballesteros plan to meet on 
July 26 to discuss Halloween 
on Castro and see if they can 
agree on an organizational 
structure which would in¬ 
clude the Sisters and Joker 
Productions. 

A permit hearing is sched¬ 
uled at City Hall on Aug. 13 
at 10 a.m. to clarify and possi¬ 
bly alter the permit process 


by which all groups file for 
permits in order to hold 
events. Both Joker and the 
Sisters planned to speak at 
this hearing, unless the July 
26 mediation session goes 
smoothly. 

If the Sisters and Joker can 
agree, participation in the 
Aug. 13 hearing may not be 
necessary. All agreements, ac¬ 
cording to Bunch, will be in 
writing. 

“We want Halloween 1991 
to go as smoothly as last year, 
and we’re taking steps to en¬ 
sure this —- getting corporate 
backing and consulting with 
neighborhood businesses, in¬ 
cluding Frameline,” Bunch 
said. The Sisters also plan to 
keep Halloween non-partisan, 
as the mayoral election will 
occur five days after the 
event. Bunch said, “We hope 
all infighting can be put to 
rest.” ▼

and reinforces bigotry,” Acht¬ 
enberg said, adding that the 
anti-gay policy “also wrongly 
deprives lesbians, gays and bi¬ 
sexuals of the opportunity to 
participate as scoutmasters 
and adult leaders.” 

The United Way board of 
directors voted July 23 to create 
a special task force to come up 
with a recommendation on 
how the charity should handle 
the problem. UWBA has a for¬ 
mal policy of not funding agen¬ 
cies that discriminate on the 
basis of sexual orientation, and 
the task force is supposed to 
report back to the board in 
February on ways the conflict 
could be resolved. 

According to John Stafford, 
vice president for Community 
Affairs United Way, the task 


force will include represen¬ 
tatives from businesses, 
UWBA itself, a variety of mi¬ 
nority communities, including 
lesbians and gays, as well as 
the Boy Scouts. 

United Way also voted to 
return a $9,000 grant for the 
Mt. Diablo Council of Boy 
Scouts that it had frozen last 
month to the Contra Costa 
United Way. The money, 
which was to help the Scouts 
increase its outreach to 
Hispanic youths in the area, re¬ 
mains earmarked for Hispanic 
youth services in the county, 
but is to go to a group other 
than the Boy Scouts now. 

Timothy Curran, a former 
Eagle Scout and troop leader 
with the Mt. Diablo Council 
of the Boy Scouts in Walnut 
Creek, was rejected as a vol¬ 
unteer Scout leader after his 
name appeared in an Oakland 
Tribune article on gay 


teenagers 11 years ago. Cur¬ 
ran, now 29 and a television 
videotape editor in Los Ange¬ 
les, filed suit in 1981 against 
the Mt. Diablo Council, claim¬ 
ing they and the 4.3-million- 
member Scouts organization 
violated his civil rights. 

Achtenberg’s resolution, 
which will entail a public 
hearing by a Board of Super¬ 
visors committee, finds “the 
Boy Scouts of America’s pol¬ 
icy of discrimination against 
lesbians and gays and exclu¬ 
sion (of them) from leadership 
roles to be inconsistent with 
the publicly declared policies” 
of San Francisco. 

Michael Yaki of Rep. Nan¬ 
cy Pelosi’s office said the con¬ 
gresswoman had not yet seen 
the resolution and was unsure 
what, if anything, she could 
do about the Boy Scouts’ con¬ 
gressional charter. T 
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Food Bank Transferred 
To Project Open Hand

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation formally complet¬ 
ed the transfer of the opera¬ 
tions of the Food Bank to 
Project Open Hand on July 
15, one year after a transition¬ 
al merger of the program 
with the non-profit meal ser¬ 
vice for people with AIDS 
and ARC. 

The program, which will 
be called the Project Open 
Hand Food Bank, will also 
have a new director effective 
Aug. 1. 

Pat Tibbs, 53, succeeds 
Thom Bartasavage, who will 
remain as a caseworker with 
the agency. 

Bartasavage, who has 
AIDS, requested the change 
in his job duties. Tibbs has 25 
years of experience in the 
food packaging industry and 
has been employed as the cor¬ 
porate foodraiser, soliciting 
bulk donations of foods from 
growers and food companies 
for Open Hand since the 
spring. 

San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation Executive Director Pat 
Christen said the transfer of 
the Food Bank would allow 
both agencies to do what they 
do best. 

The AIDS Foundation pro¬ 


vides social services as well as 
AIDS prevention and educa¬ 
tion services. 

“About 18 months ago we 
sat down and looked at our 
programs in terms of manag¬ 
ing our service delivery. With 
our case load increasing 
across the board, something 
had to go,” Christen said. “We 
discovered that there were 
enormous overlaps in client 
services between the Food 
Bank and Project Open 
Hand,” she said. “About 70 
percent of out client lists 
were the same.” 

Christen said Project 
Open Hand was already pro¬ 
viding a similar service as its 
primary focus, had more 
space and the ability to buy 
much larger quantities at a 
lower per unit cost. 

The transfer is the first be¬ 
tween local AIDS service 
groups, although Christen 
said there is often philosoph¬ 
ical discussion about consol¬ 
idating services and stream¬ 
lining management in the 
non-profit AIDS service deliv¬ 
ery system. 

“There are a lot of overlaps 
in service delivery, but the 
AIDS dollar is shrinking. The 
epidemic is growing and the 
dollars have to go further. It

Death Penalty 
Considered 
In Murder

A jury began deliberating on 
July 18 whether William 
Melvin White should be ex¬ 
ecuted in the gas chamber at 
San Quentin Prison. 

White was convicted earlier 
this year of murder involving 
special circumstances for the 
gruesome 1986 murders of 
Larry Gaines and Ted Gomez, 
two teenaged hustlers who fre¬ 
quented Polk Street. 

Gaines, 17, was decapitated 
after hours of torture at a 
secluded Land’s End hide¬ 
away that included rape, injec¬ 
tion with lice-killing prepara¬ 
tion and beatings. 

Gomez, 15, whose parents at¬ 
tended the trial, was brutally 
killed after he was raped in 
Golden Gate Park after being 
lured to the site by White. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Bill Fazio, who successfully 
prosecuted White for the 
crimes, said that it was difficult 
to draw conclusions from the 
length of the jury’s delibera¬ 
tions. 

Fazio said that evidence 
presented at the trial indicates 
that the death penalty, rather 
than life in prison without 
parole, is justified in the case, 
and he believes the jury will 
return a death penalty finding.

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I Don't Be Duped 

T here seems to be an assumption among some 
that if gays and lesbians register as Republi¬ 
cans, they can help stop conservative Rep. 
William Dannemeyer from winning the nom¬ 
ination in his race for the U.S. Senate. Al¬ 
though the notion may sound plausible and the cause no¬ 
ble, it is highly improbable that it would do any good. 

The California Republican Party is in a quandary. The 
upcoming Republican primary battles for Assembly, Sen¬ 
ate, congressional and U.S. Senate seats are going to be 
fraught with dissension as pro-life and pro-choice forces 
square off for control of the party. And in many races, 
the pro-life conservative fundamentalist candidates will 
prevail. 

Although the more moderate factions of the GOP 
would like us to believe that their party cares about the 
rights of lesbians and gays, keep in mind that the vote on 
AB 101, the gay rights bill, went virtually down party 
lines, with only one Republican voting for it. This is by 
no means a sign of moderation or tolerance in that party. 
And it is also a sign that trying to change the party is an 
improbable dream. 

Gov. Pete Wilson, although moderate by party stan¬ 
dards, is already in trouble with the right-wing of his par¬ 
ty for coming out for hefty tax increases and for saying 
that he would sign AB 101 if it reaches his desk. He had 
to turn to Speaker Willie Brown and the Democrats to 
get his budget approved. A groundswell of mobilization 
among the conservative faction could even force Wilson 
to shift to the right. 

The best thing for the gay and lesbian community to 
do is stay with the party that has looked out for its inter¬ 
est for decades — the Democratic Party. As the Republi¬ 
can Party polarizes and moves to the right, the Demo¬ 
cratic Party will win the label of the party of moderation 
and gain strength in California. And as California goes, 
so goes the nation? The Democrats were damaged by the 
extreme shift to the left. Now it’s the Republicans’ turn. 

Don’t be duped by registration drives to switch parties 
in the hopes of stopping the fundamentalists from gain¬ 
ing control of the California GOP. Let them take the par¬ 
ty over, it’s in our best interest.

Parade Still 'Useful' 


T he more I read Carolyn Ridley’s letter 
in the July 18 Examiner (“A Parade for 
all San Franciscans”), the more my 
emotions continue to change from 
bemusement to anger. 

Ms. Ridley is a straight woman, undoubtedly 
a well-meaning, liberal-leaning individual who 
suggests that the Gay and Lesbian Freedom Day 
Parade has “outlived its usefulness.” To whom? 
To her? Pardon my French, but it wasn’t meant 
to be “useful” to her. Her self-proclaimed “am¬ 
bivalent feelings” as a member of the “silent ma¬ 
jority” of heterosexuals are intriguing to me. Is 
she less ambivalent about displays of the other 
“many diverse groups” within the city? Does she 
think they are “unifying” but Gay Day is not? 

I notice she does not call for the canceling of 
parades to mark St. Patrick’s Day, Italian- 
American Pride, the Chinese New Year, Cinco 
de Mayo, Carnaval, Juneteenth or Martin Luther 
King’s birthday. These, too, are representative 
of what she calls San Francisco’s “tolerance” and 
“acceptance.” 

Tolerance? I had hoped that word had been 
banished. She thinks they are synonyms — 
tolerance and acceptance. They are not. Some 
San Franciscans are tolerant of minorities 
within their midst. Some are accepting. Some 
are simply indifferent, and some are none of the 
above. It would appear that Ms. Ridley thinks 
herself accepting but in reality is part-time 
tolerant when I would wish her to be complete¬ 
ly indifferent. 

As someone born in the South, I know that 120 
years, acts of Congress, constitutional amend¬ 
ments, Freedom Riders and countless media 


stories on civil rights have not erased racism. 
Would, by some blessed miracle, that prejudice 
disappeared, however, it would not mean that 
Black History Month or celebrations of the diver¬ 
sity within the African-American and people of 
color communities had “outlived their 
usefulness.” 

Ditto for all minorities. Viva la difference! 

San Francisco’s Gay and Lesbian Freedom 
Day is about inclusion, not exclusion. There is 
a space within its rainbow-hued flesh for all 
other groups. I don’t see a contingent of gay 
Asians or homosexual Irish immigrants being 
embraced by those other parades, but they are 
within the Gay Day festivities. 

I, too, like Ms. Ridley, celebrate San Francis¬ 
co’s diversity and amazing degree of civilization. 
I like to think of it as the world’s largest chapter 
of P-FL AG (Parents andFriendsof Lesb ians and 
Gays). 

As to “outliving its usefulness”: As long as 
crosses get burned in the Western Addition, 
swastikas are painted on Richmond District 
homes and “die faggot die” is smeared on Cas¬ 
tro churches, there will be no “outliving the 
usefulness” of an empowering, community- 
centered expression of pride. Have a San Fran¬ 
cisco parade. Have two. But the “silent majority” 
is never silent about the fact that it is a majority. 
Get real. 

At the root of Ms. Ridley’s argument is a deep 
unrealized homophobia. She merely finds Gay 
Day a little harder to ignore than other celebra¬ 
tions. To that I offer two thoughts: 1) We’re queer, 
we’re here, get used to it, or 2) just don’t look.

★ I am a lesbian with Environmental Illness and 
Multiple Chemical Sensitivities (EI/MCS). 

People with EI/MCS are denied access to the work 
place. We cannot tolerate the heavy perfumes, the 
often toxic chemicals used in bathroom disinfectants 
and air “fresheners,” nor the noxious substances found 
in carpet materials and adhesives. With limited fresh 
air ventilation in most modern office buildings, we 
find little relief from the burden of inadequate indoor 
air quality. 

The Mayor’s Disability Program coordinator, Paul 
Imperiale, plans to hold a public hearing on policy pro¬ 
posals designed to make San Francisco city and coun¬ 
ty buildings accessible to environmentally sensitive 
individuals. He is drafting an Environmental 111- 
ness/Mutliple Chemical Sensitivity Access Plan. It is 
an important first step toward creating a less toxic en¬ 
vironment in public places, so that people with 
EI/MCS are not restricted to their homes and other 
limited “safe” environments. 

The proposed policies in the access plan would only 
affect San Francisco city and county buildings. The 
use of safe products and other accommodations for 
environmentally sensitive individuals are needed in 
the general work place as well. Employers must be 
required to seat perfume-sensitive individuals as far 
away as possible from workers who use strong chem¬ 
ical fragrances. 

Many people seem to feel that they have an absolute 
right to saturate themselves and the air around them 
with as much perfume as they damn well please. Yet 
I strongly believe that the consequences of passive per¬ 
fume inhalation are exactly parallel to the conse¬ 
quences of passive cigarette smoke inhalation. Both 
cigarette smoke and chemical fragrance impose a 
secondhand health risk. 

We need bathrooms which aren’t choked with hair 
spray. I urge you to write or call members of the Board 
of Supervisors and ask for their support If you would 
like to speak at the hearing, please contact Paul Im¬

NLA Responds 

★ We will attempt to answer some of the questions 
that your columnist, Mr. Marcus, asked in a recent col¬ 
umn concerning certain aspects of the National 
Leather Association (NLA). 

As to the reason that co-chair Shannon Kennedy re¬ 
signed, I cannot give you an answer. She sent a letter 
of resignation to the Executive Committee asking that 
her name be taken off the NLA membership list. To 
date, she has not returned phone calls, answered let¬ 
ters nor made any public statement as to the reason 
for her actions. 

Concerning embezzlement of NLA funds, the mem¬ 


bership has been kept abreast of these facts as they 
were discovered through articles in First Link (NLA 
newsletter), starting with Volume 4, Sept.-Oct. 1990 
and with reports at each meeting of the National 
Council and the Executive Council. For clarification, 
the Executive Committee found out about the embez¬ 
zlement on Aug. 23, 1990, when we received a letter 
from the treasurer resigning and admitting to taking 
$7,850. The Executive Committee immediately con¬ 
tacted a lawyer and set up a repayment plan with this 
person. At the same time, we had a certified public 
accountant go back over our books for the last two 
years while this person was treasurer to find any other 
problems. We have been able to come up with a figure 
of $17,730 which was taken out of our accounts. 

On the advice of counsel, we are proceeding with 
prosecution. The membership has been kept inform¬ 
ed of each facet of this changing situation from the 
beginning. The NLA is a solvent organization and 
measures have been enacted by the membership to 
make certain this type of problem does not arise again. 
The NLA does hope to recover most of the money 
through the judicial system. While this loss of funds 
delayed some of the long-range projects of the NLA, 
it did not alter the immediate plans for the continu¬ 
ing work that the NLA does. 

Concerning the tax status of the NLA, we have 
always been a non-profit association in the state of 
Washington. In 1989 we filed our federal income tax 
as a 501C3 pending. The IRS wrote back to us saying 
that they could not find the original paper work need¬ 
ed to give us our non-profit status and asked the NLA 
to refile. We have filed again as a 501C7 and our tax 
attorney assures us that we should receive our need¬ 
ed status. The worst possible thing that could happen 
is if, for some reason, the IRS chooses not to grant us 
the 501C7 and the NLA works out a repayment plan 
with them. At this time the NLA does not owe the IRS 
any money. 

Concerning the loss of regional chapters, the only 
chapter that we are aware of that has dissolved is the 
Virginia chapter because they did not have the mem¬ 
bership to sustain it. The Detroit chapter, though 
declared dissolved by Shannon Thomas Kennedy, has 
expressed interest in remaining a chapter and is try¬ 
ing to re-structure. We know of only one other chapter 
in discussion. The Metro New York chapter is discuss¬ 
ing whether it is to their advantage to remain a chapter 
or to become an affiliate. At the same time, we have 
chapters in formation in Austin, St. Louis and 
Pittsburgh. 

We hope this answers any questions that the com¬ 
munity may have concerning the affairs of the NLA. 
Both co-chairs and the Executive Committee are 
ready and eager to answer any questions the commu¬ 
nity may have.

Clarifying Care Policies 

★ On behalf of Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital, I was 
most dismayed by what was reported in “Anti-Gay 
Bias Uncovered at Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital” 
(B.A.R., June 6). After review and investigation of the 
incidents and conclusions presented in that article, we 
have been unable to confirm that these incidents oc¬ 
curred. 

Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital and its staff mem¬ 
bers provide care to individuals consistent with the 
values of the Sisters of St. Joseph of Orange, which 
speak to respecting each person as an irreplaceable 
member of the human community, the realization of 
justice in relationships and shaping the quality of 
health services by bringing together people who re¬ 
cognize that every interaction is a unique opportuni¬ 
ty to serve each other, the community and society. 
These values also speak to our commitment to non- 
discriminatory practices, including elmination of dis¬ 
crimination based on lifestyle. 

Quoting from Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital’s 
critical care policies regarding visiting rules in critical 
care units: 

“We know the comfort and love of family and 
friends is very important to the well-being of our pa¬ 
tients. With that in mind, our nursing staff makes 
every effort to help you and your loved ones be 
together as much as possible during this very difficult 
and often frightening time. However, certain restric¬ 
tions are necessary.... The amount of visiting time is 
determined by the physicians and nurses, based on the 
needs of each patient, the needs of families and friends 
and the mix of patients in the unit.” 

Many hospitals have general visiting rules that do 
not speak to family relationships, but have visiting 
rules for critical care units that limit visitation to “im¬ 
mediate family.” Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital does 
not have such a limitation because we believe that pa¬ 
tients and their loved ones should be together as much 
as possible during hospitalization, especially when the 
patient is in a critical care unit. 

Should you have any questions about this matter, 
we welcome the opportunity to answer them before 
any subsequent such articles are published.

★ On June 1, the Bush Administration extended for 
60 days, a regulation which prohibits people with HIV 
from traveling or immigrating to the United States. 
The Harvard AIDS Institute strenuously opposes any 
restrictions on travel or immigration to this country 
by people with HIV. It is deplorable that 10 years into 
the AIDS epidemic, our government would deliber¬ 
ately perpetuate misinformation and fear regarding 
this disease. 

The Harvard AIDS Institute is organizing the VIII 
International Conference on AIDS to be held in 
Boston in May 1992. This conference is the foremost 
annual meeting designed to update people with HIV, 
AIDS service providers, activists and researchers on 
the latest developments in the basic science, treat¬ 
ment, prevention and social issues in the epidemic. If 
entry restrictions for people with HIV continue, it may 
be necessary to cancel the next conference. Cancel¬ 
ing the conference would, we believe, be a serious 
blow to the efforts to advance AIDS research, treat¬ 
ment and prevention. 

This institute has worked extensively since 1990 to 
persuade our government to end restrictions on en¬ 
try of people with HIV to this country and we have 
undertaken a major program to correct current U.S. 
policy. Please join us in ending discrimination against 
people with HIV. It is critical that 100,000 letters be 
received by the Bush administration if we hope to 
Change this policy and avoid a major setback in our 
efforts to combat AIDS. Won’t you write a letter to¬ 
day? We thank you in advance for your help and 
support.

Homophobia in South Africa 

★ Last year the African National Congcess (ANC) 
released its Bill of Rights which demonstrated a firm 
commitment to challenging patriarchy and the op¬ 
pression it spawns. 

Article Seven states, “Discrimination on the 
grounds of gender, single parenthood, legitimacy of 
birth or sexual orientation shall be unlawful.” 

If this article is entrenched in the constitution of a 
new South Africa, it could make it the most progres¬ 
sive constitution with regard to gender politics in the 
world. 

Yet now, the ANC seems to be tolerating the virulent 
homophobia that surrounds the trial of Winnie Man¬ 
dela and her co-accused. 

Not only have people claiming to be ANC members 
been seen outside the court carrying homophobic 
placards, but the defense argument by progressive 
lawyers was based on homophobia. There seems to 


be an assumption that the alleged kidnapping and 
assaults can be justified because of the suspected 
homosexual activity of the victims. 

The ANC National Executive Council has not dis¬ 
associated itself from this homophobia, let alone re¬ 
affirmed its recognition of the rights of people who 
are lesbian or gay. If one principle can be reneged 
upon so carelessly, then surely all principles enshrined 
in the Bill of Rights are in danger of a similar fate. 

Nelson Mandela, Thabo Mbeki, Frene Ginwala and 
other ANC leaders have all expressed commitment 
to lesbian and gay rights. At last year’s Gay/Lesbian 
Pride March in Johannesburg, messages of support 
were sent from various ANC branches and the Pre- 
toria/Witwatersrand/Vereeniging ANC region. 

Where are their voices now? Has the gay and les¬ 
bian community struggled for liberation which is only 
for some and which will disappear when it is not con¬ 
venient, or do we rather want liberation for all, and 
one that will last?

★ In May I was diagnosed with ARC. After an initial 
period of anger, fear, envy, self-pity and apathy, I got 
my feet on the ground. One of the first things I then 
considered was who to tell. My decision was to tell 
everyone that was important to me, so I came up with 
the form letter below. I hope that it will be helpful to 
those I sent it to, and to some of you who read it here. 

I believe raising consciousness is what AIDS is all 
about, and that it is the result of a psychic protest 
against the conditions of hatred and inequality in our 
world. It’s easy to see that the most hated and unequal 
communities on the planet have been the first to be 
devastated by AIDS. But the seeds of hatred and in¬ 
equality lie in the hearts of all human communities, 
and so is AIDS spreading to them all. It is the first 
global epidemic. And its message is unite and love one 
another, or die. Hear AIDS — the cry for love. 

Dear- 

I have never been into form letters, feeling that they 
were too generic to be intimate, but now the cir¬ 
cumstances seem appropriate to use this format, this 
once. You can be sure, however, that it is from the 
heart. 

This spring I have been diagnosed with ARC (AIDS 
Related Complex). I am choosing to see this as an ex¬ 
citing adventure, for whether I realize healing through 
spiritual learning or through new medical options, or 
whether I realize healing unto death (and therefore 
new life since I am convinced that life has no ending, 
only different manifestations of expression), I have a 
great adventure of learning and self-exploration ahead 
of me. After an initial culturally-accepted response (i.e., 
fear, anger, sadness, etc.), I hope you will support me 
with love and joy. I need that kind of support much 
more than sadness and sympathy. 

If you have received this letter, it means that you are 
an important person in my life and I want you to know 
what is going on and what I need from you most. I do, 
not wish to share this with everyone, so please keep 
it private. Again, what I need most from those in my 
life is love, joy and happiness — not fear, sadness and 
sympathy. I love and trust you very much. 

I hope you can appreciate the perspective that I have 
chosen. And I hope that you can support me in the way 
that I have asked. Write when you can.

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Wilson and the GOP's Right Wing 


C alifornia’s Gov. Pete 
Wilson finally got his 
budget through the 
Legislature last week 
but he had to get in bed politi¬ 
cally with Sacramento Demo¬ 
crats to do so. 

Wilson, the Republican, got 
little help from his GOP mem¬ 
bers of the Legislature, and it 
was indeed the Democrats who 
saved his day. Speaker Willie 
Brown, Sen. David Roberti 
and the majority-party Demo¬ 
crats are the ones who helped 
Wilson — not the conservative 
Republicans. 

The governor, compromis¬ 
ing all the way, managed to 
finally come up with a budget 
— tax hikes all around — that 
helped to close California’s 
mammoth $14.3 billion budget 
gap. Wilson is quickly finding 
out that his own party will give 
him the most problems in his 
first term as governor. 

Is Wilson the type to stand 
back and let the right wing of 
the GOP push him around? 
Not at all. No sooner had the 
Legislature passed the budget, 
with little help from the As¬ 
sembly Republicans led by 
ultra-conservative GOP leader 
Ross Johnson, than Wilson and 
the more moderate members 
of the GOP caucus decided 
that they had enough of 
Johnson and immediately re¬ 
placed him with the more 
moderate Bill Jones, an assem¬ 
blyman from Visalia, an ally of 
Wilson’s. 

Jones was one of only nine 
Republican lawmakers who 
broke ranks with Johnson and 
the rest of the GOP caucus to 
vote for Wilson’s budget. The 
new GOP Assembly leader 
has a good working relation¬ 
ship with Speaker Brown as 
well. 

Wilson’s future dealing with 
the Legislature, in particular 
those members of his own par¬ 
ty, should go somewhat more 
smoothly now that the moder¬ 
ates are in control of the GOP 
caucus. 

But Wilson’s problems with 
the right-wingers in his own 
party are far from over, how¬ 
ever. The 1992 elections will be 
dominated by clashes between 
Wilsonites and right-wingers, 
particularly in the two hard- 
fought battles for the two U.S. 
Senate nominations. 

In a campaign that is shap¬ 
ing up along classic Wilson 
moderate vs. hardline conser¬ 
vative lines, U.S. Sen. John 
Seymour, appointed to his seat 
by Wilson, is being challenged 
in next June’s GOP primary by 
ultra-conservative, anti-gay 
Rep. William Dannemeyer for 
the so-called “short seat,’’ 
while moderate Rep. Tom 
Campbell of Stanford, a Wil¬ 
son ally, is being challenged by 
another right-winger, Bruce 
Herschenson of Los Angeles, 
for the GOP nomination for 
the seat being vacated by retir¬ 
ing Sen. Alan Cranston. 

Both primary battles are 
clearly drawn along moderate 
vs. ultra-conservative lines and 
both will be bitterly fought and 
can be expected to leave battle 
scars that might remain unre¬ 
paired by the time the winners 
get to take on the Democratic 
nominees in the November 
election. 

While it is clear that Wilson 
could not have defeated 
Dianne Feinstein in last year’s 
gubernatorial election without 
support from the conservative 
side of his party, he is also as 



clearly uncomfortable with 
these right-wing Republicans 
and seems eager to distance 
himself from them and their 
policies. 

Statewide, the Wilson vic¬ 
tory last year seems to have 
broken the grip the conser¬ 
vatives have long held on the 
California Republican Party, 
and the struggle for control of 
the state GOP machinery and 
the soul of the party grows 
nastier daily. 

The recent budget battle in 
Sacramento showed the divi¬ 
sion between Wilson and his 
state party. Conservative state 
Republicans who, naturally, 
opposed any new taxes 
crucified Wilson for approving 
billions in new taxes. Wilson 
reacted by letting these conser¬ 
vatives know he was in charge 
by dumping the ultra-conser¬ 
vative GOP Assembly leader 
on the spot and replacing him 
with one of his allies. 

Another point that showcas¬ 
es the difference between 
Wilson and longtime GOP 
leaders is his apparent support 
for gay rights legislation. AB 
101, the gay rights bill, appears 
headed for law, and the right¬ 
wingers in the state GOP are 
going nuts because the gover¬ 
nor indicates he will sign it. 

Next year’s elections in Cal¬ 
ifornia will be dominated by 
clashes between Wilsonites 
and GOP right-wingers in leg¬ 
islative races as well as the two 
U.S. Senate races. 

An immediate test of Wil¬ 
son’s political strength as it 
pertains to his party takes 
place this week in an Assem¬ 
bly race in the Sacramento 
area where, in a special elec¬ 
tion, B.T. Collins, a moderate 
Republican and a supporter of 
gay rights, is locked in a tough 
race against Barbara Alby, a 
conservative fundamentalist- 
backed “Christian” candidate. 

A win for Collins in this 
heavily Republican 5th As¬ 
sembly District is clearly a win 
for Wilson as well and would 
be considered a setback for the 
religious right. 

The days of Reagan-domi¬ 
nated Republican Party poli¬ 
tics in California are clearly 
gone. Wilson is now the state’s 
top Republican, and his mod¬ 
erate brand of politics should 
mean good news for the party. 
Wilson’s Republican Party 
might even be a party that 
could appeal to some gays and 
lesbians. We’ll have to wait and 
see.

Clearly, there should be safe¬ 
guards among medical person¬ 
nel such as doctors and nurses 
who carry the HIV virus when 
they deal with patients, but 


whoever thought sending sur¬ 
geons up the river for 10 years 
would have anything to do 
with protecting public health? 

When Sen. Jesse Helms, 
Washington’s best-known 
bigot politician, managed to 
pass his lock-up-the-doctors 
health measure last week by a 
shocking 81-18 vote, it set a new 
low in legislation. 

The Helms measure (passed 
with the help of a vote from 
California Sen. John Seymour) 
would impose mandatory 10- 
year prison terms and a fine of 
$10,000 on doctors, dentists 
and nurses who perform invas¬ 
ive procedures without warn¬ 
ing patients they are HIV 
positive. 

Now it should be noted, in¬ 
credibly, that, according to a 
report from the Centers for 
Disease Control, while dozens 
of patients have infected 
health-care workers with the 
AIDS virus, no doctor using 
proper precautions to prevent 
the spread of the infection has 
ever given AIDS to a patient. 

Massachusetts Sen. Ted 
Kennedy, noting that the 
Helms hysteria bill would 
discourage voluntary testing, 
was among those 18 senators 
dissenting. “AIDS is already 
threatening HIV-positive doc¬ 
tors with capital punishment, 
what good does the Helms 
amendment do to threaten 
them with 10 years in prison?” 
Kennedy asked. 

This entire argument is now 
headed for the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives where it is hoped 
that they have the good sense 
to reject the Helms hysteria in 
favor of the CDC’s plan. 

People & Politics 
San Francisco Rep. Barbara 
Boxer announced last week 
that she “opposes” Judge Clar¬ 
ence Thomas’ nomination to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. (Didn’t 
anyone tell Barbara that she 
doesn’t have a hell of a lot to 
say about it since only senators 
vote?) 

The fight for the Democrat¬ 
ic nomination, incidentally, in 
Boxer’s Sixth Congressional 
District is now well under way 
(Boxer is giving up the seat to 
run for Cranston’s U.S. Senate 
job) with announced Demo¬ 
cratic candidates being David 
Stand, Dick Spotswood, Denis 
Rice, Joe Nation, Bennett John¬ 
son and San Francisco City At¬ 
torney Louise Renne. Boxer 
reportedly favors Denis Rice 
as her successor. 

California state GOP Chair¬ 
person Jim Dignan says he re¬ 
cently met with Sen. John 
Seymour and his GOP 
primary challenger, anti-gay 
Rep. William Dannemeyer, 
and says he got a pledge from 
each that they would support 
the successful primary winner 
against Dianne Feinstein, the 
expected Democrat nominee 
next year. 

One rumor heard repeated¬ 
ly during the past weekend 
had Supervisor Angela Alioto 
considering a last-minute en¬ 
try into the mayoral race. 

Ray Towbis, the aide to 
Sheriff Mike Hennessey, who 
passed away last week was one 
of the truly nice guys and will 
be missed by many. 

John “Jack” Molinari, the 
veteran supervisor defeated by 
Art Agnos in the last mayoral 
contest, reportedly will en¬ 
dorse Frank Jordan for mayor.

Sex Education and the Banana 

A new high school course designed for the summer session 
at Palo Alto High is technically known as “Dynamic Living 
Skills,” but it just might as well be called “Forbidden 
Fruit.” Whatever it’s called, school officials defended the 
class as “sensitive” and “balanced,” but agreed they were 
probably too hasty in putting together the course covering 
time management, nutrition, health and human sexuality — 
especially the part about the banana. Harold Bobick, 14, 
was enrolled in the summer school program when a Stan¬ 
ford University Hospital physician discussed attitudes about 
sex, including information about contraception and the use 
of condoms to prevent sexually transmitted diseases. As 
part of that lecture, Bobick, along with the other students, 
were asked to put condoms on the bananas they had been 
provided with. The hands-on demonstration was designed 
to show students how condoms are correctly used. But 
some parents weren’t amused that school officials hadn’t in¬ 
formed them in advance of the sex-education portion of the 
class. Kathleen Bobick, Harold’s mother, took her com¬ 
plaint to the Palo Alto School Board on July 17, and ac¬ 
cused school officials of not informing parents about the sex 
education lectures and giving them the chance to remove 
their children, as required by state law. School board mem¬ 
bers agreed and ordered school authorities to make it clear 
to parents and students alike when there were sexually ori¬ 
ented lectures scheduled. Jack Gibbany, the school district’s 
curriculum administrator, said that school officials do not 
intend to drop the new class but will make a schedule of 
the sex-education lectures available to students and their 
parents, making it clear that those portions of the class are 
optional. — Keith Clark 


'Love Bites' and Self-Censorship

W andering through 
the aisles of the 
American Book¬ 
sellers Association 
conference in New York in 
May, desperate for something 
— anything— new and exciting 
in the world of lesbian pub¬ 
lishing, I stumbled across a 
copy of Love Bites, on dis¬ 
play at the Alyson booth on 
homo row, and I think I actu¬ 
ally whooped out loud in 
glee. 

A stunning collection of 
photographs by London dyke 
Della Grace, and published 
by the Gay Men’s Press in 
Britain, Love Bites seemed 
to be the book of lesbian pho¬ 
tography I’d been waiting 
years to find. Subsequently, I 
came back many times over 
the course of the next two 
days for extended peeks at 
the one advance copy of the 
book available. That is, when 
I could wrestle the copy away 
from the many other pairs of 
hungry eyes devouring it con¬ 
stantly, all day long. I couldn’t 
wait to get home to San Fran¬ 
cisco and leisurely peruse the 
book in the privacy of my 
own bedroom. 

Unfortunately, we were 
soon to learn that Love Bites, 
so eagerly anticipated, had 
been seized by U.S. Customs 
in Boston on obscenity 
charges. Ironically, in her in¬ 
troduction to Love Bites, 
American author Sarah 
Schulman had anticipated the 
possibility of this problem: 
“The current anti-pornogra¬ 
phy laws and pervasive anti¬ 
sex moralism have been used 
to declare entire lives ob¬ 
scene,” she wrote. 

But never fear, my dear 
American dykes, Love Bites 
was subsequently released af¬ 


ter Alyson Books, its Ameri¬ 
can distributor, mounted a 
successful PR campaign 
against customs, and the U.S. 
publishing industry took up 
the cause. However, just be¬ 
cause the book made it into 
our country doesn’t mean that 
it will be readily available at 
most bookstores here or 
abroad, including many left¬ 
leaning or feminist ones. 

Objectionable Portrayals 

In fact, in London, where 
Della’s work is better known, 
bookstores like the feminist 
Silver Moon and the queer 
Gay’s the Word will not carry 
Love Bites for fear of prose¬ 
cution under England’s Ob¬ 
scene Publications Act. And 
Sisterwrite, another women’s 
bookstore in London, won’t 
carry the book because the 
women running the store ob¬ 
ject to its portrayal of lesbian 
sexuality. The same is proba¬ 
bly true in many women’s 
bookstores in North America. 

It’s a peculiar lesbian 
world we live in when it’s les¬ 
bians themselves who are 
most censoring of other 
dykes. Yet it’s not entirely un¬ 
expected. For though Love 
Bites is a veritable wet 
dream for women thirsty for 
alternative and sexually 
charged photographs of wom¬ 
en loving women, for other 
women it’s sure to be a 
threat. As Sarah Schulman 
writes, again, in the book’s in¬ 
troduction, “Della Grace doc¬ 
uments, humanizes, but never 
sanitizes the women who 
make up her world and her 
sexual imagination.” 

It was in the early 1980s, 
after early shoots at SF’s then 
leather hangout Scott’s Bar, 
that Della realized that her 
calling was to photograph les¬ 
bians on the sexual fringes of 


the women’s community. She 
recently told The Advocate, 
“This was a world that I had 
never seen shown by other 
lesbian photographers.” 

The world that Della 
Grace shows us is one too of¬ 
ten ignored or marginalized 
by not just lesbian photogra¬ 
phers, but other lesbians, pe¬ 
riod. Truth is, leather dykes, 
S/M dykes, punkers, bar 
dykes and club girls have nev¬ 
er been our community’s fa¬ 
vorite subcultures, and de¬ 
spite lots of preachiness about 
acceptance, women belonging 
to these minorities within a 
minority have been left, by 
and large, out in the cold. 

The photos in Love Bites, 
the 33-year-old Grace’s first 
published work of photogra¬ 
phy, range from the 1982 
Scott’s Bar photos to last 
year’s San Francisco Pride 
Day festivities. The bulk of 
the photographs, however, 
were taken in London during 
1988- ’89, from nightclub ac¬ 
tion to political actions, and 
these comprise what I feel is 
her best work. 

Especially rousing are the 
photo series “Cold Store Ro¬ 
mance,” “Ruff Sex,” “Permis¬ 
sion to Play” and my own 
personal favorite, “The Cere¬ 
mony,” featuring two women 
posing for a series of beauti¬ 
fully enacted mock-wedding 
photographs, one of which I 
remember tearing out of an 
issue of On Our Backs more 
than two years ago and think¬ 
ing, “Wow, this is hot!” Hold¬ 
ing the book in my hands, 
and subsequently meeting 
many of the women pho¬ 
tographed on its pages vaca¬ 
tioning here this summer in 
SF from London, has been 
one of the best thrills of my 
literary year. T

penses to county instead of 
state coffers. 

“Frankly, I’m surprised by 
the votes of all the dissenting 
members,” Migden said. 
“Young gay and bisexual men 
are facing an extreme risk of 
contracting AIDS. The HIV 
conversion rate among young 
gay men is five times higher 
than that of older men. This 
is an alarming circumstance 


that requires immediate atten¬ 
tion,” Migden said. 

There are a lot of other 
health-care needs that need 
funding, too, Supervisor 
Willie Kennedy said in voting 
to defeat Migden’s measure. 

Supervisor Kevin Shelley, 
a member of the Finance 
Committee, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he was certain 
there was support for 
Migden’s concern that AIDS 
prevention programs for gay 
youth receive funding and 
that he would work to assure 
such funds be allocated from 


general funds. 

Shelley also said that 
Health Department Director 
Ray Baxter was “very sup¬ 
portive” of directing funds to 
the emerging prevention 
need. 

But Migden said, “There is 
no assurance that those funds 
will be available despite my 
stated request of the Mayor’s 
Office and his designates. No 
one has offered to discuss oth¬ 
er avenues of appropriation.” 

The proposed state legisla¬ 
tion requires the signature of 
Gov. Pete Wilson. ▼

Judge Grants Custody 
To Sperm Donor

WOODLAND — A Yolo 
County judge has given joint 
custody of a 16-month-old boy 
to a sperm donor who helped 
a lesbian couple conceive the 
child through artificial insem¬ 
ination. 

Judge James Stevens Jr. 
ruled July 23 that Steven 
Wittmann, 41, is the father of 
the boy, and he rejected argu¬ 
ments by the women’s lawyer 
that Wittmann was too late in 
telling them he wanted to as¬ 
sert his parental rights. 

In his suit to be named fa¬ 
ther of the boy and to gain 
joint custody, Wittmann ar¬ 
gued that the women, Andra 
and Mary Northup of Davis, 
knew when he agreed to help 
them that he wanted to play 
an active role in the boy’s life. 

Wittmann was a co-worker 
and friend of the women 
when he donated his semen 
over an eight-month period 
beginning in January 1989. 

Andra Northup, 39, be¬ 
came pregnant that summer 
and the baby was born in 
March 1990. 

The women testified that 
they told Wittmann and other 
donors during their three-year 


quest to have a baby that they 
didn’t need a third parent. 
But the judge said 
Wittmann’s silence on the 
matter wasn’t enough legally 
to prove he wanted no tie 
with him. A blood test 
showed a 99 percent probabil¬ 
ity that Wittmann was the 
child’s father, Stevens noted. 

Moreover, Stevens said the 
women failed to meet the le¬ 
gal requirement for excluding 
Wittmann by not having a li¬ 
censed physician present dur¬ 
ing insemination. Stevens had 
reached the same conclusion 
in a preliminary decision in 
the case last fall. 

Wittmann sees the boy ev¬ 
ery other weekend for four 
hours each on Saturday and 
Sunday. His attorney, Camille 
Hemmer, said she would ask 
the judge to increase his visi¬ 
tation rights. 

Mary Northup indicated 
the women would appeal the 
ruling. Still to be resolved is a 
brief filed by her attorney to 
have Stevens disqualified 
from the case because “he is 
not disposed to think of fam¬ 
ilies as being other than a fa¬ 
ther and mother.” ▼

Fundamentalist Candidate 
Loses GOP Primary Bid

SACRAMENTO - Viet¬ 
nam War hero B.T. Collins 
won the Republican Party 
nomination July 23 for the As¬ 
sembly in the heretofore fun¬ 
damentalist-dominated 5th 
Assembly District. 

The Sacramento-area dis¬ 
trict has spawned the political 
careers of homophobes like 
John Doolittle and Tim 
Leslie. 

Only 15 percent of regis¬ 
tered voters turned out at the 
polls, but Collins’ earlier ab¬ 
sentee ballot efforts paid off, 
giving him, with 92 percent of 
the votes counted, 42.9 per¬ 
cent, or 22,550 votes, over his 
ultra-conservative fundamen¬ 
talist opponent, Barbara Alby, 
who lagged behind with 37.5 
percent or 18,020 votes. 

However, because Collins 
didn’t get 50 percent of the 
vote, he still faces a Septem¬ 
ber runoff against Libertarian 
candidate Dave McCann, who 
took 3.2 percent of the vote, 
and a Democratic write-in 
candidate, Mark Norberg, 


whose vote totals are not yet 
available. 

Alby’s campaign against 
Collins was noteworthy for its 
vitriol. Alby’s was a bitter 
battle over religion, abortion, 
taxes and Gov. Pete Wilson. 
She attacked Collins’ religious 
beliefs, trying to make athe¬ 
ism an issue when Collins 
claims to be “a lapsed 
Catholic — but who cares,” his 
war record (Collins is a dou¬ 
ble amputee due to his mili¬ 
tary service) and the fact that 
he was asked to run for the 
seat by Wilson. 

At campaign headquarters 
Collins talked about the per¬ 
sonal attacks made on him. 
He termed Alby’s media blitz 
about his religious beliefs “re¬ 
ligious persecution I didn’t 
think could exist in this day 
and age.” 

When asked about allega¬ 
tions that he would be “in 
Wilson’s pocket” because he 
owes the governor for his 
support of Collins’ candidacy, 
Collins laughed, “The better 
question would be what does 
he owe me. After all, he’s the 


one who asked me to run. So 
I think that what he owes me 
is more relevant.” 

Alby’s support, which 
stemmed mainly from her re¬ 
ligious and anti-abortion be¬ 
liefs, could not withstand the 
juggernaut of money and vol¬ 
unteers that flooded the dis¬ 
trict in the wake of Collins’ 
announcement for the seat. 

Collins gave up his job as 
the director of the California 
Youth Authority to run for 
the office and is seen as a 
moderate who will support 
Wilson policies as opposed to 
Alby and other conservatives 
who had vowed to oppose 
Wilson on taxes and other is¬ 
sues. 

Despite Alby’scharges that 
Collins did not live in the dis¬ 
trict, that he contributed 
heavily to the campaigns of 
liberal Democrats, that he 
was former Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s chief of staff and that 
he refused to take a stand 
against future tax hikes, the 
most potentially damaging 
charge against him was the 
one labeling him an atheist. 


Fundies' Report: Gays Toxic

SACRAMENTO - A spe¬ 
cial report released by the 
fundamentalist Family Re¬ 
search Institute claims that 
“the choice of a homosexual 
lifestyle results in early 
death.” 

Their conclusion: “Intima¬ 
cy with one’s own sex may be 
toxic while intimacy with the 
opposite sex appears benefi¬ 
cial.” 

The trio, Paul Cameron, 
William Playfair and Stephen 
Wellum, claims that a review 
of homosexuals from 1858 to 
1990 reveals “holes” in the 
samples as old age was ap¬ 
proached, concluding that the 
“homosexual lifestyle has al¬ 
ways been associated with 
foreshortened life.” 

The report claims that if 
the right to life is an inalien¬ 
able right affirmed by the 
Declaration of Independence, 


then AB 101, the bill that 
would protect gays and les¬ 
bians against discrimination 
in employment and housing 
in California, “jeopardizes 
that right by legitimizing the 
presence of homosexuals in 
the society.” 

The trio claims that being 
gay is more dangerous than 
smoking, alcohol abuse and 
working in a uranium mine. 

“If the state compels citi¬ 
zens to be around risk takers, 
then it requires citizens to 
likewise increase their 
chances of dying,” they claim. 

They say allowing citizens 
to be exposed to gays is, in ef¬ 
fect, taking their lives and re¬ 
moving the liberty of those 
citizens to avoid being around 
those who endanger them¬ 
selves and others. 

The report says that AB 
101 endangers the right to 
freedom of association and 
constitutionally protected re¬ 


ligious rights. Therefore, be¬ 
ing made to associate with 
gays thus endangers their 
lives and their religious free¬ 
dom. 

It concludes that employ¬ 
ers should not be forced to 
hire gays because of “1) hav¬ 
ing to replace him in about 
half the time of most employ¬ 
ees because most gays die be¬ 
fore age 65; 2) exposure to 
higher insurance liabilities for 
the employee; 3) exposure to 
higher liability; 4) employees’ 
morale adversely affected by 
knowing the risks in being 
around homosexuals.” 

According to the report, 
only 2 percent of males en¬ 
gage in homosexual activity 
now and lessening social dis¬ 
approval might well increase 
the incidence of homosexual 
activity by up to 14 percent 
thus lowering the life expec¬ 
tancy of additionalthousands 
of people. ▼

Religious Right 
Taking Over GOP?

SACRAMENTO - In a 
front page article last week 
the Sacramento Bee took 
notice of the religious right’s 
call to take over or make over 
the state’s Republican Party. 

Abortion rights and gay 
rights have mobilized conser¬ 
vative Christians like no other 
issues, galvanizing a takeover 
of more than half of the 
state’s 58 county Republican 
Central Committees. 

Slate mailers to churches 
in San Diego last November 
listed pro-family candidates 
stating, “The candidates on 
this slate espouse strong, tra¬ 
ditional family values and op¬ 
pose the senseless killing of 
innocent, unborn children for 
reasons of sex selection, birth 
control and convenience. 
Please bring this list to the 
polls with you on Nov. 6 and 
cast your ballot for a pro-life, 
pro-family future.” 

And they did. About 60 of 
the 90 on the list won local 
San Diego elections with the 
help of a massive Christian 
phone bank effort. 

Marjorie Van Nuis of San 
Diego created the Main¬ 
stream Voter Project in order 
to inform voters about candi¬ 
dates, their backgrounds and 
positions. The success of the 
anti-abortionists have galva¬ 
nized her into action. 

“They made no public ap¬ 
pearances, they didn’t issue 
statements — they didn’t 
show up at candidate forums 
and they won,” Van Nuis 
said. “They ran a stealth cam¬ 
paign. Their whole reason for 
running was their anti-abor¬ 
tion positions. What abortion 
has to do with an irrigation 
district is beyond me.” 

“I think it’s a very danger¬ 
ous movement,” she said. 
“The people who are saying 
‘Don’t worry, it’s a fringe 
group’ don’t realize.” She is 
dismayed by the name-calling 
with politicians who support 


abortion rights being called 
“baby killer.” 

And she is frightened by 
the hatred of homosexuals. 

“Never in politics was I 
asked what religion I was. It 
was sort of like if you’re not a 
born-again, you’re anti- 
Christ,” she said. 

The election of Jim Dignan 
as Republican state party 
chair is significant in that he, 
too, is against abortion and 
sees gays and lesbians as the 
antithesis to family values. 

In one of California’s two 
U.S. Senate races homopho¬ 
bic U.S. Rep. William Dan- 
nemeyer (R- Fullerton) is run¬ 
ning against moderate incum¬ 
bent Sen. John Seymour on a 
platform to “affirm the Judeo- 
Christian ethic as the founda¬ 
tion of our society.” 

Closer to Sacramento, in 
this week’s 5th Assembly Dis¬ 
trict’s special election, ultra¬ 
conservative Republican Bar¬ 
bara Alby has been sending 
out “hit pieces” on her oppo¬ 
nent, war hero amputee B.T. 
Collins, which lists his toler¬ 
ance of abortion and gay 
rights and says he is the rep¬ 
resentative of evil. 

In Sacramento, the Rev. 
Jerry Sloan, longtime gay ac¬ 
tivist, said, “For a long time 
we’ve been trying to wake 
people up to what’s been hap¬ 
pening with the fundamental¬ 
ists and for a long time every¬ 
one was pooh-pooh-ing the 
idea that they could be dan¬ 
gerous. It isn’t just in Califor¬ 
nia but throughout the nation. 

Many fundamentalist 
churches are registering peo¬ 
ple to vote after Sunday ser¬ 
mons that decry the evils of 
abortion and homosexuality. 
Steve Baldwin, a political con¬ 
sultant and statewide political 
coordinator for Dannemeyer, 
is one of the people who fos¬ 
tered dozens of anti-abortion 
candidates for local offices in 
San Diego last year. ▼

Fundie Sues Sheriff Over Queer N ation 

LOS ANGELES — Allan Esses, a Christian fundamentalist, 
has filed a $10 million damage claim against the city of 
West Hollywood and the Sheriffs Department, according to 
the West Hollywood Post. Esses, who leads a small group 
of Christains through the streets of West Hollywood’s 
“Boys’ Town” on Friday nights “sharing the love and gospel l 
of Jesus Christ,” says the Sheriffs Department has refused 
to protect him against verbal and physical abuse from mem¬ 
bers of Queer Nation and ACT UP/LA. Queer National 
Richard Gray likened their presence to that of the “KKK in 
Watts” and said that often gay or lesbian passers-by will en¬ 
gage in heated debate with the fundamentalists. West Holly¬ 
wood Station Capt. Clarance Chapman says he has not yet 
seen the suit but believes Esses’ complaint stems from the 
captain’s refusal to have deputies constantly patroling the 
streets “waiting” for something to happen. — Karen Ocamb 

TVC Initiative On The Move 

SACRAMENTO — The constitutional initiative filed by Lou 
Sheldon and the Traditional Values Coalition to make all leg¬ 
islation pertaining to gays and lesbians null and void is gain¬ 
ing momentum. The initiative’s Title and Summary were re¬ 
leased by the Attorney General’s Office on July 23 and sent to 
the Secretary of State’s Office where a summary date will be 
set after which the petitioners can begin to gather the needed 
615,957 signatures. The Secretary of State’s Office will send 
copies of the Title and Summary to all county clerks in the 
state informing them of the upcoming initiatives and the ver¬ 
ification requirements. Signature gatherers will have 150 days 
to gather the signatures of registered California voters. 

A statutory initiative measure would have required only 
384,973 signers. — Marghe Covino

L.A. Police Commissioner

LOS ANGELES - Police 
commissioner and longtime 
ACLU member Stanley 
Sheinbaum says that the com¬ 
mission will consider homo¬ 
phobia along with racism and 
sexism in all further scrutiny 
of the Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment. 

Attitudes toward sexual 
orientation will “absolutely” 
be included in the back¬ 


ground check and interview 
process in the search for a 
new police chief following the 
announcement by LAPD 
Chief Daryl Gates that he will 
resign in April 1992, Shein¬ 
baum said in a July 22 tele¬ 
phone interview from his 
home. 

Under the charter, the po¬ 
lice commission makes the fi¬ 
nal decision on choosing a 
new police chief. 

Sheinbaum indicated that 


some of the specific questions 
asked of police chief 
candidates will revolve 
around the difference in 
LAPD policy and practice in 
the recruitment of openly les¬ 
bian and gay police officers. 

“That was pointed out by 
Mr. Coggan in his very well- 
articulated statement and be¬ 
lieve me it registered,” Shein¬ 
baum said.

Army Colonel Sues Gay Bar 
For Name Use on Nude Mural 


ALEXANDRIA, Va. (UPI) 
— An Army colonel who com¬ 
plained about a mural of 
nude men in an Old Town 
restaurant and bar is suing 
the establishment for 
$100,000, alleging it is poking 
artistic fun at him. 

William M. Glasgow sued 
for libel after the French 
Quarter Cafe and Lounge — it 
bills itself as “Northern Vir¬ 
ginia’s first gay establish¬ 
ment” — used his name on the 
wall mural of nude men. 

“Scandalous, defamatory, 
humiliating, insulting,” Glas¬ 
gow said in a lawsuit filed in 
Circuit Court. 

He is demanding $100,000 
in damages as a result of the 
unauthorized use of his name. 

The controversy began 
when Glasgow complained to 
the Virginia Alcoholic Bever¬ 
age Control Board about 


sketches of four reclining 
male nudes on the wall of the 
King Street bar. 

Virginia beverage inspec¬ 
tors visited the establishment 
and concluded the drawings 
could be in possible violation 
of agency regulations that 
prohibit immoral or obscene 
language, literature and pic¬ 
tures on licensed premises. 

Bar owner Murray Green¬ 
berg, whom Glasgow named 
as a defendant in the lawsuit, 
then had an artist paint light- 
blue boxer shorts over the 
nudes’ buttocks. 

In what apparently was 
supposed to be a humorous 
addition, one pair of the box¬ 
er shorts contained a small 
patch with the inscription 
“Glasgow Cover-ups.” 

Glasgow said using the 
name of his family, which has 
lived in Alexandria since 


1847, is an invasion of priva¬ 
cy. He said the drawing has 
also caused severe mental 
stress and is “conveying a 
false message to the public 
and to family, friends and ac¬ 
quaintances.” 

Glasgow said he filed his 
original complaint with ABC 
officials “out of a sense of 
civic duty and social con¬ 
science.” He said the place¬ 
ment of his name in the mu¬ 
ral “exceeds the limit of de¬ 
cency.” 

Greenberg said he plans to 
remove Glasgow’s name and 
put the incident behind him. 

“Enough. I’m going to 
paint over it,” Greenberg 
said. “Other than Col. Glas¬ 
gow, we’ve gotten a tremen¬ 
dous reception in Alexandria. 
Our business has been very 
good since we opened.” T 


INS Urged to Deport Boy Lover

MINEOLA, N.Y. - Nassau 
County District Attorney De¬ 
nis Dillon said July 23 he has 
asked the U.S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service to 
deport a convicted sex offend¬ 
er to his native England 
when he is soon released 
from an upstate prison. 

Martin Swithinbank, 63, 


convicted of heading a homo¬ 
sexual ring that staged orgies 
with young boys, has served 
10 years of a 7-1/2 to 15-year 
sentence, and Dillon said his 
release was “imminent” from 
the state’s Sullivan Correc¬ 
tional Facility. 

Dillon said Swithinbank 
migrated from England to 
Canada, and entered this 
country illegally from Canada 


in the early 1940s. 

In a letter to immigration 
authorities, Dillon said, “I 
strongly recommend that 
your agency exercise all of 
your authority in ensuring 
that this alien be excluded 
from the United States.” 

“His continued presence in 
the United States would pose 
a clear danger to the children 
of the country,” Dillon said. 

Swithinbank was found 
guilty in 1982 of charges of 
sodomy, use of a child in a 
sexual performance and en¬ 
dangering the welfare of chil¬ 
dren. 

A graduate of Harvard 
College, Swithinbank was ar¬ 
rested in 1981 in his home on 
Long Island where he alleged¬ 
ly brought boys, eight to 15 
years old, from as far away as 
New Jersey. 

Swithinbank was convict¬ 
ed in July 1982 and was given 
credit for the one year he was 
locked up in the Nassau 
County Jail when he could 
not post $100,000 bail while 
he awaited a trial. 

At the time of his arrest, 
Swithinbank was a member 
of the North American 
Man/Boy Love Association, a 
homosexual group that has 
lobbied in Washington for le¬ 
galizing consensual sex be¬ 
tween adult men and young 
boys. 

It was alleged that Swith¬ 
inbank invited members of 
NAMBLA to the sex parties 
in which the boys were 
sodomized and photographed 
in various sex acts. 

His downfall came when 
his neighbors complained to 
police that a steady stream of 
young boys entered and left 
the house, and in at least one 
instance, a naked boy about 
10 years old answered a 
knock at the door. 

Police staked out the 
house, photographed the ar¬ 
rivals and departures of the 
boys, and trailed Swithinbank 
when he took the boys to ice 
cream parlors, baseball 
games and on trips in his 
power boat. 

Swithinbank was also fol¬ 
lowed to the Port Authority 
bus terminal in Manhattan 
where he picked up or deliv¬ 
ered boys who had come to 
his home from New Jersey.

Bill Would Prevent ROTC Ouster 

As part of an eleventh-hour move to pass Ohio’s state bud¬ 
get, a conservative state legislator added the “ROTC Protec¬ 
tion Provision” amendment to the state’s finance package 
forbidding state-run colleges and universities from remov¬ 
ing Reserve Officer Training Corps programs without the 
expressed permission of the Ohio General Assembly. Re¬ 
publican Assemblyman Robert Netzley tacked on the 
amendment to the state budget, which had been long de¬ 
layed in the Legislature, in response to moves by several col¬ 
leges and universities to boot ROTC programs off campus 
because of the armed forces’ policies of barring lesbians 
and gays from military service. Netzley’s office said, “The 
fact that these liberal groups oppose ROTC even as our 
troops still return from the Persian Gulf clearly demon¬ 
strates that the anti-defense groups are completely out of 
touch with the average Ohioan.” The state budget has yet to 
be approved by Ohio Gov. George Voinovich, who has line- 
item veto power with the budget and has so far not made 
any statement on Netzley’s ROTC amendment.

Military Papers Censor Pro-Gay Ad 

Claiming that lesbians or gay men are not active members 
of the armed services, Army Times magazine earlier this 
month refused to print an ad recognizing the service of gay 
soldiers in the Persian Gulf War unless the ad’s sponsors 
removed the headline “Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual Personnel” 
and changed several lines of the ad copy. The Gay and Les¬ 
bian Military Freedom Project, a coedition of several civil 
liberties and gay and lesbian advocacy groups, had intended 
to run the ad in the July 4 edition of Army Times, Navy 
Times, Air Force Times and Marine Times, four privately 
owned publications whose primary readership is men and 
women in the armed services. The ad told readers that the 
project is “fighting to make sure the country knows about 
the commendable service of lesbian, gay and bisexual per¬ 
sonnel.” In addition, the ad sought to inform Times readers 
about the project’s work to end the military anti-gay discrim¬ 
ination “so that lesbians, gay men and bisexuals can serve 
openly.” William Rubenstein, the director of the ACLU’s na¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Rights Project, which coordinated 
the ad campaign, called the Army Times action “censorship, 
pure and simple.” In addition to expunging the headline, 
Army Times also told the coalition to remove several lines 
of text, including one that says, “Under current military 
regulations, if you disclose your sexual orientation, you will 
be investigated, discharged or even court-martialed.” 


Ex-Partridge Agrees to Plea Agreement 

PHOENIX (UPI) — Former television child star Danny 
Bonaduce agreed to a plea agreement July 19 that cuts the 
jail time he will face in a case involving an attack on a 
transvestite prostitute. Bonaduce, 31, had been scheduled to 
go to trial on charges of robbery, flight from police and as¬ 
sault in connection with a March 31 incident in Phoenix. As 
a child actor, Bonaduce portrayed Danny Partridge on TV’s 
The Partridge Family In an agreement with the Maricopa 
County Attorney’s Office announced during a hearing July 
19 before Judge Joseph Howe, the robbery charge was 
dropped and Bonaduce pleaded guilty to a reduced charge 
of endangerment and “no contest” to misdemeanor assault. 
Bonaduce also agreed to pay medical costs, including recon¬ 
structive surgery, for his victim, Darius Barney. He was or¬ 
dered to return to court Aug. 23 for sentencing. Barney suf¬ 
fered a broken nose and cuts in the assault that authorities 
alleged occurred after Bonaduce paid him $20 for a sex act, 
solicited another and then tried to take back the money 
when he realized that Barney was not a woman. Bonaduce 
then sped away in his car, fleeing police who arrested him 
at his home. 


Episcopals Delay Action on Gay Clergy 

PHOENIX (UPI) — The 3 million-member Episcopal 
Church has put off — at least temporarily — any action on 
the bitterly contested issue of the ordination of homosexu¬ 
als. The church’s House of Deputies, made up of lay and 
clerical delegates, overwhelmingly approved a compromise 
resolution late July 17 that affirms the church’s traditional 
view of marriage, acknowledges the pain of members who 
are homosexual and admits the inability of church leaders 
to reach a definitive conclusion on the issue without creat¬ 
ing a schism in the church. Although the compromise reso¬ 
lution on sexuality had earlier been approved by the 
church’s House of Bishops, it now returns to that body for 
consideration of the editorial amendments added by the 
deputies. Action on the compromise resolution came after 
the House of Deputies soundly defeated a proposal initiated 
by Bishop William Frey of Colorado that would have added 
a provision to church law that would have required clergy 
to “abstain from all genital sexual activity outside mar¬ 
riage.” A third resolution, which would not bar any candi¬ 
date from seeking ordination regardless of sexual orienta¬ 
tion, was expected to be defeated by the House of Deputies.

Senate: Penalties on Doctors 
Who Don't Reveal HIV Status

WASHINGTON - The 
Senate voted stiff criminal 
penalties July 18 for doctors 
and dentists infected with the 
AIDS virus who do not tell 
patients of their condition be¬ 
fore performing procedures 
that risk transmission of the 
deadly disease. 

The Senate approved 81-18 
an amendment that would 
make doctors, dentists and 
other health-care workers 
subject to prison sentences of 
10 years if they know, but do 
not reveal to those under 
their care, that they have 
AIDS or carry the HIV virus. 

The Senate also approved 
99-0 an amendment that en¬ 
dorsed guidelines put out by 
the Center for Communicable 
Diseases, urging doctors, den¬ 
tists and other health-care 
workers to get tested for the 
AIDS virus if they perform 
invasive procedures. 

The amendment requires 
the states to implement the 
guidelines through their med¬ 
ical and dental licensing 
boards within a year or lose 
their federal public health 
grants. 

The amendments were at¬ 
tached to the $19.5 billion ap¬ 
propriations bill for the Trea¬ 
sury Department, the Postal 
Service and several indepen¬ 
dent agencies that was ap¬ 
proved 91-8. . 

The AIDS issue sparked a 
back-and-forth debate be¬ 
tween Sen. Edward Kennedy 
(D-Mass.), who opposed the 
criminal penalties, and Sen. 
Jesse Helms (R-N.C.), who 
sponsored the amendment 
calling for 10 years in prison. 

“Some say that 10 years is

pretty stiff,” Helms said. 
“Well, let the punishment fit 
the crime. I just want the pun¬ 
ishment to fit the crime. You 
must at least have the decen¬ 
cy to tell the patient. 

“The homosexual commu¬ 
nity hates this amendment 
and they have been lobbying 
hard against it,” Helms said. 
“But I don’t care about the ho¬ 
mosexual community. I care 
about the patients who could 
get infected.” 

But Kennedy, replying 
heatedly, said the Helms 
amendment “would do noth¬ 
ing to achieve the goal we all 
care most deeply about — 
making the workplace safe 
for all patients and all health 
professionals.” 

He added, “Instead, 
through threats of criminal 
sanctions, the amendment 
will exacerbate the very situ¬ 
ation we are striving to avoid: 
a risk of HIV infection be¬ 
tween doctors and dentists, 


and their patients.” 

Warning that doctors and 
dentists will be reluctant to 
get tested, Kennedy said it 
would “instill fear and avoid¬ 
ance among physicians” and 
added, “This is a public 
health problem, not a crimi¬ 
nal problem. The best answer 
will be in rational public 
health policies, not irrational 
appeals to public fears and 
threats of criminal punish¬ 
ment.” 

The endorsement of the 
CDC guidelines was an ill-fat¬ 
ed attempt by Senate leaders 
to sidetrack the Helms 
amendment but the lure of 
cracking down on doctors and 
dentists who put their pa¬ 
tients at risk was too great to 
resist. 

Senate Republican leader 
Robert Dole, pressing the 
compromise amendment, 
said, “It was their (CDC) goal 
and ours to guide and protect 
our citizens without frighten¬ 
ing them needlessly, nor cre¬ 
ating an unrealistic expecta¬ 
tion of safety. 

“I believe the guidelines do 
just that,” Dole said. “There is 
clearly a risk, though small, of 
transmission between a 
health-care worker and a pa¬ 
tient.” 

In addition to urging that 
doctors, dentists and other 
health-care workers who per¬ 
form invasive procedures get 
tested, the CDC said those 
who are infected should not 
carry out procedures that 
would risk transmission with¬ 
out approval of a special ex¬ 
pert review committee. 

At a minimum, the CDC 
said, physicians and dentists 
should be required to inform 
their patients. ▼ 


Senate Action Irks 
Medical Community

Reaction to the Senate’s 
81-18 vote to impose penalties 
of up to 10 years in jail and a 
$10,000 fine for HIV-positive 
medical personnel who per¬ 
form ill-defined “invasive pro¬ 
cedures” on patients without 
informing them of their in¬ 
fected status drew a quick 
and negative response from 
the medical community. 

“This is the most bizarre 
twist in the epidemic. The 
senators should be repri¬ 
manded for practicing 
medicine without a license,” 
said Mark Madsen, director of 
physician training for the Cal¬ 
ifornia Medical Association. 

Madsen was objecting to 
the interference in the doctor- 
patient relationship, which he 
thought was best influenced 
by teaching doctors correct 
procedure rather than by fear 
of criminal penalties. 

While Madsen’s concern 
focused on the Helms’ propos¬ 
al, Ben Schatz of the Ameri¬ 
can Association of Physicians 
for Human Rights was 
alarmed about the second bill, 
too. 

“Enforcing the guidelines 
has enormous implications 
extending far beyond HIV¬ 
positive health-care workers,” 
he said. “If health-care work¬ 
ers can be fired because of a 
remote and speculative fear, 
what about restaurant work¬ 
ers or bus drivers, who might 
have AIDS dementia?” 

Many people are afraid 
that vagaries in the guidelines 
will lead to arbitrary witch¬ 
hunts of gay health-care 
providers, who would be sub¬ 
ject to mandatory HIV testing 
and strict review of their 
practice. 



Straight or gay, a doctor’s 
practice might well suffer 
mass desertions when rumors 
of their infected state start to 
circulate. Fears that their ca¬ 
reers would face immediate 
destruction should they be¬ 
come infected will make 
health-care workers reluctant 
to treat HIVers, Schatz, Mad¬ 
sen and others also argue. 

But Madsen thinks that he 
can “live with” the CDC 
guidelines. He finds them 
very similar to the pioneering 
recommendations drawn up 
three years ago by the Califor¬ 
nia Medical Association. 

Madsen was a major con¬ 
tributor to the CMA’s effort. 
The CMA emphasized infec¬ 
tion control procedures, 
which the CDC also continues 
to consider important. 

Infection control tech¬ 
niques include such steps as 
wearing the protective gar-

Reaction Negative 
To 'Tongues' Airing

More than a third of the 
nation’s 50 largest public tele¬ 
vision stations refused to 
show Marlon Riggs’ critically 
acclaimed video on black gay 
life in America, Tongues Un¬ 
tied. 

Several others opted to air 
the film outside the prime¬ 
time slot. And far-right con¬ 
servatives have already indi¬ 
cated, sight unseen, that the 
showing on the remaining 
Public Broadcasting Station 
affiliates could produce a re¬ 
run of last year’s Robert Map¬ 
plethorpe flap over federal 
funding of art that some peo¬ 
ple find objectionable. 

Critics of Tongues Untied, 
including some inside the 
PBS affiliates, said the frank 
video was offensive to most 
viewers, and others worried 
that showing the film could 
jeopardize financial support 
from viewers who they say 
might be provoked by the 
video. 

The film previewed in San 
Francisco in 1989 to strong 
critical acclaim and aired in 
the Bay Area July 19 at 10 
p.m. on KQED-TV. 

KQED has shown the film 
before, so rebroadcasting it 
created no controversy at the 
station. But elsewhere around 
the country, PBS stations 


balked at airing the film. 

Tom Dvorak, program¬ 
ming manager at Milwaukee’s 
PBS affiliate, said, “It doesn’t 
really even help the gays and 
lesbians in defending their 
rights because it’s presented 
in such an offensive manner. 
Viewers in a general audience 
would be totally offended by 
it.” 

Even PBS programming 
managers who did show 
Tongues Untied said they 
were running a risk airing the 
video and that “a lot of folks 
aren’t going to get beyond the 
language” of the film, Jerry 
Trainor of Detroit’s PBS affil¬ 
iate said. 

In Dallas, a feedback tele¬ 
phone line set up by KERA- 
TV showed a split reaction 
among viewers who watched 
the film. 

“Prior to the publicized 
showing of the film, we re¬ 
ceived 300 phone calls against 
it and 94 favoring its broad¬ 
cast,” KERA Manager Jon 
England said. 

KERA was one of only 
two Public Broadcasting Ser¬ 
vice stations in Texas to show 
the provocative one-hour film. 

Tongues Untied contains 
strong, graphic language — 
both sexual and racial — and 
some frontal nudity. Yet even 
critics of the video agree it is 
hardly sexually graphic. ▼

BiU Would 
Speed Up 
AIDS Drug 
Approvals

A bill introduced last week 
in the House of Representa¬ 
tives by Rep. Tom Campbell 
(R-Sunnyvale) proposes dra¬ 
matic changes in the way 
pharmaceutical products are 
approved in this country. 

The goal is to speed up a 
process that now takes 10 to 
12 years and is dominated by 
massive, high-profit compa¬ 
nies. 

The Campbell bill would 
apply to drugs that treat in¬ 
curable life-threatening ill¬ 
nesses. It would establish a 
special “expedited approval” 
process at the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

When a drug developer re¬ 
quested it, an eligible drug 
would have to be reviewed 
immediately by the agency. 
The FDA would then use 
much looser standards than at 
present in judging the drug. 
All that need be established is 
safety, some indication of ef¬ 
fectiveness and an indication 
of dosage. 

The FDA would be free to 
require post-marketing stud¬ 
ies to confirm effectiveness 
and safety under the conven¬ 
tional tight standards, but it 
would have to act on the drug 
application within 120 days. If 
it didn’t, the drug would be 
considered approved. Unlike 
the current parallel track and 
compassionate use schemes 
for drugs under development, 
companies could charge for 
medications OK’d under the 
expedited process. And third 
party payers, such as insurers 
and Medicaid, would have to 
treat the expedited drugs the 
same as drugs approved in 
the traditional way. 

“Unless we significantly re¬ 
form our drug-approval pro¬ 
cess, many AIDS, Alzheimer’s 
and cancer patients will die — 
in spite of the existence of 
drugs that could prolong and 
improve their lives,” Camp¬ 
bell said in announcing his 
Access to Life-Saving Thera¬ 
pies Act.

Researchers Failed 
To Protect Subjects

WASHINGTON - U.S. 
government scientists work¬ 
ing with French scientists 
failed to ensure the safety of 
subjects who underwent ex¬ 
perimental AIDS treatments 
in Zaire and France, a report 
charged July 18. 

The National Institutes of 
Health Office for Protection 
from Research Risks, in a 
strongly worded report, rec¬ 
ommended the NIH take a 
variety of steps to ensure the 
future safety of subjects in 
studies involving NIH re¬ 
searchers. 

The report also recom¬ 
mended that Dr. Robert Gallo 
of the National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute, a leading AIDS re¬ 
searcher involved in the con¬ 
troversial tests, be required to 
submit any future plans to do 
human testing with outside 
researchers for prior ap¬ 
proval. 

In addition, the report rec¬ 
ommended Dr. Daniel Za- 
gury of the Pierre and Marie 
Curie University in Paris, 
who conducted the controver¬ 
sial tests, be barred from col¬ 
laborating with NIH re¬ 
searchers without prior writ¬ 
ten approval. 

The NIH had 60 days to re¬ 
spond to the report. 

“The director’s office is re¬ 
viewing the report with the 
intention of improving the 
protection of subjects from re¬ 
search risks,” NIH spokesman 
Marc Stern said. 

Gallo, a prominent AIDS 
researcher who also is under 
investigation by the NIH be¬ 
cause of a controversy regard¬ 
ing his claim to have discov¬ 
ered the AIDS virus, had no 
comment. 

The report is the culmina¬ 
tion of an investigation that 
began after Chicago Tribune 
reporter John Crewdson 
raised questions about tests 
Zagury conducted in Zaire be¬ 


ginning in 1986 and in France 
beginning in 1987. 

Zagury conducted a vari¬ 
ety of experiments, including 
giving an experimental genet¬ 
ically engineered AIDS vac¬ 
cine to uninfected children in 
Zaire, the report stated. 

Although Zagury assured 
U.S. investigators no one was 
harmed, he “has been unwill¬ 
ing to allow (U.S. investiga¬ 
tors) to review the relevant 
medical and research records 
in order to obtain indepen¬ 
dent corroboration of his 
statements,” the report said. 

In addition, three patients 
died after receiving an exper¬ 
imental treatment from Za¬ 
gury and his colleagues in 
France, the report stated. 

“The immediate cause of 
death may not be precisely 
known,” the report stated. 
“NIH bears responsibility for” 
the research and “must deter¬ 
mine independently and ob¬ 
jectively whether human sub¬ 
jects were harmed in any way 
as the result of their involve¬ 
ment in this research,” the re¬ 
port said. 

Gallo and other NIH re¬ 
searchers provided a range of 
assistance for Zagury’s re¬ 
search, including conducting a 
variety of laboratory tests, 
supplying materials and re¬ 
viewing data, the report stat¬ 
ed. 

“As an institution, NIH has 
contributed substantially to 
the conduct of the research 
program of Dr. Daniel Za¬ 
gury ... most often with no 
written agreement to define 
the obligations or responsibil¬ 
ities of the parties involved,” 
the report states. 

The investigation has “re¬ 
vealed a general failure on 
the part of the (NIH) to pro¬ 
vide adequate protection for 
human research subjects in¬ 
volved in these studies,” the 
report states. ▼ 


Link Found Between 
HIV, Nervous System 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Researchers have found a 
gateway that apparently al¬ 
lows the AIDS virus to infect 
nerve and brain cells, it was 
reported July 18. 

Reporting in the journal 
Science, scientists at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania in 
Philadelphia said they had 
found evidence the AIDS 
virus gets into nerve cells 
through a molecule on the 
cells’ surfaces called Galacto- 
syl-Ceramide or GalCer. 

The findings need to be 
confirmed by additional re¬ 
search but appear to explain 
how the human immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus can infect ner¬ 
vous system cells. 

HIV’s primary destructive 
abilities occur when the virus 
infects and destroys immune 
system cells, leaving victims 
prone to deadly infections. 

Researchers had known 
the AIDS virus could get into 
immune system cells through 
a molecule known as CD4. 

But the virus can also pro¬ 
duce devastating effects on 
the human nervous system, 


such as dementia, leading sci¬ 
entists to try to understand 
how that occurs. 

“We’ve known for some 
time that HIV attacks the 
brain and other parts of the 
nervous system,” said Fran- 
ciso Gonzalez-Scarano, an as¬ 
sociate professor of neurology 
who led the research. 

Receptors are molecules 
on the surface of cells that al¬ 
low substances to interact 
with the cells, including hor¬ 
mones and viruses. 

In the new research, the 
scientists found that a molecule 
on the surface of the AIDS virus 
known as gpl20, which al¬ 
lows it to enter immune sys¬ 
tem cells, also binds to Gal¬ 
Cer. 

“With the identification of 
this potential alternate recep¬ 
tor, we now have data that 
will help us learn more about 
the mechanism of this devas¬ 
tating infection,” he said. 

The step could lead to 
ways to block the virus’ 
ability to infect nervous sys¬ 
tem cells, the researchers 
said. ▼

time of mounting criticism of 
previous “expanded access” 
programs for distributing ex¬ 
perimental drugs. 

A prominent backer of the 
Campbell proposal is Jim 
Driscoll of San Francisco’s 
ACT UP/Golden Gate chap¬ 
ter. 

“Expanded access has 
failed to provide early or 
ready access to breakthrough 
drugs. ... It is utilized only by 
well-educated, affluent pa¬ 
tients,” he said. 

Driscoll is particularly con¬ 
cerned about the disincen¬ 
tives inherent in pressuring 
companies to give drugs away 
for free. 

Bristol-Myers Squibb, for 
example, is reportedly spend¬ 
ing $2 million dollars a month 
to support the 20,000 people 
in its expanded access pro¬ 
gram for the anti-AIDS drug 
ddl. 

“Campbell would provide 
a new incentive to companies 
to get new drugs out fast,” 
Driscoll said. 

The bill nevertheless is re¬ 
ceiving a chilly reception 
from the AIDS activists who 
might be expected to support 
it most. 

Paul Boneberg, director of 
Mobilization Against AIDS, 
said, “Mobilization Against 
AIDS is generally supportive 
of the conceptual framework 
of the Campbell bill, but the 
bill agitates the entire envi¬ 
ronment when the FDA 
needs quiet time to develop 
its own administrative re¬ 
forms.” 

Boneberg favors waiting 
several more months for new 
FDA Commissioner David 
Kessler’s own expedited ap¬ 
proval proposal. Internal, ad¬ 
ministrative reform could be 
accomplished much more 
quickly than passing new leg¬ 
islation, Boneberg noted.

ments, altering procedures to 
prevent accidental cuts and 
sterilizing equipment. The 
various techniques prevent 
transmission not just from 
doctor to patient, but also 
from patient to doctor and 
from patient to patient. 

The novel restrictive legis¬ 
lation passed by the Senate 
comes at a time when epi¬ 
demiologists are predicting 
that the AIDS epidemic is 
leveling off in industrialized 
countries. 

Although the now-standard 
advice that AIDS transmis¬ 
sion can be largely prevented 
by teaching simple avoidance 
strategies seems proven true, 
the public and congressional

really makes sense to do what 
you do best. It was a natural 
complement to our services,” 
said Steve Burns, executive 
director of Project Open 
Hand. 

The Food Bank provides 
about 1,300 weekly and nutri¬ 
tionally balanced bags of gro¬ 
ceries to people with AIDS 
and the bag supplement the 
Project Open Hand daily hot 
meal preparation and delivery 
service for about 500, accord¬ 
ing to Tom Bartasavage, exec¬ 
utive director of the Food 
Bank. 

According to Bartasavage 
a recent survey conducted by 


Another ACT UP/Golden 
Gate member, Michael 
Wright, is skeptical of the 
bill’s origins. “Expedited ap¬ 
proval policy is a matter of 
life and death, but having it 
sponsored by a Republican 
known for his interest in 
deregulation is not a good 
idea,” he said. 

In New York, members of 
ACT UP’s Treatment and 
Data Committee report little 
interest in the bill. ACT UPer 
David Gold said, “The West 
Coast mentality is to get lots 
of drugs out. Here in New 
York, there is more skepti¬ 
cism about standard treat¬ 
ments and more suspicion of 
the pharmaceutical industry 
and its profit” 

Several people in New 
York and elsewhere noted 
that drug approval doesn’t 
guarantee access, which is 
what activists are mainly in¬ 
terested in. Even now, AZT 
is not administered to 40 
percent of the people with 
AIDS, recent surveys show. 

Although Campbell’s 
health aide Mo Barrett argued, 
“Expedited approval will give 
people greater choice about 
what to put in their bodies,” 
the possibility of greater con¬ 
fusion raised by a plethora of 
questionable drugs also is 
causing shivers. 

Jeff Levi of the AIDS Ac¬ 
tion Council in Washington 
said, “I prefer to focus on ac¬ 
cess, with better and earlier 
use of expanded access. Ap¬ 
proval sends a message about 
efficacy that could be unwar¬ 
ranted.” 

On the other side of the 
spectrum, the pharmaceutical 
industry also has been luke¬ 
warm on the issue of acceler¬ 
ating new drug approval. 
This may be because the cur¬ 
rent expensive system pro¬ 
tects large manufacturers’ fief- 
doms against newer, poorer 
competitors. 

However, Paul Oestreich- 
er, director of public policy 
for industry giant Hoffman-La 
Roche, said, “The expedited 


figures alike remain easily 
stirred by the old panic over 
an uncontrollable epidemic. 
The result is a continued 
threat of repressive laws and 
the irrational use of resources 
to fight AIDS where it rarely 
occurs while ignoring the dis¬ 
ease’s usual haunts. 

Of the more than 180,000 
Americans diagnosed with 
AIDS so far, only three to 
five are considered to have 
contracted the virus through 
contact with medical person¬ 
nel. 

Those individuals were all 
patients of Florida dentist 
David Acer, who died of 
AIDS last September. It is 
widely suspected that trans¬ 
mission somehow occurred as 
a result of Acer’s failure to 
properly sterilize his instru¬ 
ments, but this has never 
been confirmed. T

approval concept is worth¬ 
while, but the number-one 
problem at the FDA is re¬ 
sources. The FDA is crushed 
under the weight of its work 
and responsibility. It regulates 
25 percent of the U.S. gross 
national product with the 
same budget as Commission¬ 
er Kessler’s old hospital. 
That’s a pretty frightening 
statistic.” 

La Roche is submitting a 
licensing application to the 
FDA for its anti-AIDS drug 
ddC, which may.be used as a 
substitute for or in combina¬ 
tion with AZT. Oestreicher 
said that the FDA had com¬ 
mitted itself to reviewing ddC 
as quickly as possible.

may have arrived this week 
at the FDA when, contrary to 
expectation, its Antiviral Ad¬ 
visory Committee recom¬ 
mended approving ddl, just 
three-and-a-half months after 
Bristol-Myers applied for li¬ 
censing.

Three AIDS Myths

N ews about AIDS has 
always been handled 
differently than “or¬ 
dinary” news, and ev¬ 
idence about the dreaded dis¬ 
ease seems to be subject to a 
separate, quirky brand of log¬ 
ic. Beautiful lies have always 
fared better than ugly truths, 
but only when HIV is con¬ 
cerned do ugly lies seem to 
do so well. This, at least, is 
the best explanation I can 
come up with as to why Jesse 
Helms and his pernicious 
amendments are so success¬ 
ful. 

But illogical and magical 
thinking about HIV aren’t 
limited to demented funda¬ 
mentalists like Helms and his 
ilk. Even within the AIDS 
movement there is plenty of 
questionable logic, and some 
interesting theories are ac¬ 
cepted as “fact” on the basis 
of surprisingly little evidence. 

For example, here in San 
Francisco “everybody knows” 
that crack (a cheap, smokable 
form of cocaine) spreads 
AIDS, that immune suppres¬ 
sion facilitates the transmis¬ 
sion of the disease, and that 
there is a serious “relapse” 
problem in the gay communi¬ 
ty. However, little support 
could be found for any of 
these beliefs at the recent In¬ 
ternational Conference on 
AIDS. 

HIVer As Junkie Whore 

The moderator of a confer¬ 
ence panel on AIDS and drug 
abuse asked some of the fa¬ 
mous speakers to verify the 
link between crack use and 
HIV. To her obvious discom¬ 
fort, the experts unanimously 
responded that there was no 
evidence to this effect at all. 

There is a popular belief 
that crack addicts (usually vi¬ 
sualized as black women in 
this case) trade sex for drugs. 
But there isn’t any research to 
back this up; it’s just one of 
those theories that fits so well 
with our existing prejudices 
that we find no need for 
proof. 

Some studies find that peo¬ 
ple who use crack are more 
likely to have HIV than those 
who do not. Of course, there 
are also studies that show 
that people who smoke 


cigarettes are more likely to 
have HIV than those who 
don’t, but nobody has suggest¬ 
ed that cigarette smokers are 
trading sex for tobacco. 

In fact, there are hardly 
any meaningful studies on 
“crack users” because the cat¬ 
egory isn’t intrinsically mean¬ 
ingful. It’s almost impossible 
to find a “crack user” who 
hasn’t used injection drugs — 
currently the No. 1 cause of 
AIDS transmission in the 
U.S. — at some time. Like pre¬ 
vious research on “poppers” 
(amyl or butyl nitrate), the 
“evidence” condemning crack 
is just a correlation with an 
underlying factor. 

In addition to catering to 
established (if mistaken) be¬ 
liefs, the “crack promotes 
HIV transmission” theory has 
some other hooks. The feder¬ 
al government and the state 
bureaucracy are both willing 
to let homeless starve in the 
streets and to let the schools 
collapse, but have billions to 
dedicate to their “war on 
drugs.” 

The crack theory allows 
well-meaning service pro¬ 
viders to fish in this jackpot 
of drug money. Hey, if you 
want money from Republican 
administrators, you have to 
package your requests in Re¬ 
publican terms. Instead of tar¬ 
geting a collapsing health-care 
system and our growing un¬ 
derclass, this theory blames 
the individual victim (HIVer 
as junkie-whore). Conserva¬ 
tives love it; liberals have 
their doubts but find it useful. 
The net result is a “fact” with¬ 
out foundation that gets by 
because it’s not in anyone’s 
interest to challenge it. 

Naughty Sinners 

Still, defenders of the 
crack theory are aware that 
its case is pretty weak, so 
they bolster it with another 
theory that, alas, has weak¬ 
nesses of its own. Drug use, 
they point out, suppresses the 
immune system, and every¬ 
one knows that this makes 
you more vulnerable to HIV 
infection. 

Well everyone may know 
it, but that doesn’t make it 
true. Dr. Anthony Fauci and 
others have pointed out that a 
suppressed immune system 
may in fact be less vulnerable 


to HIV. The virus, after all, 
primarily attacks components 
of the immune system. An 
immune system that is acti¬ 
vated offers more targets for 
infection than one that is sup- 
pressed and therefore 
switched off. 

We don’t have hard data 
either way, but the evolving 
theories about how AIDS 
works tend to support Fauci’s 
position. The main support 
for the opposite belief was 
again little more than moral- 
ism — the conviction that 
naughty fuckpigs who drink 
and smoke and sin and have a 
lot of fun are just asking for 
trouble by ravaging their im¬ 
mune systems and leaving the 
door wide open for AIDS. 

If, in fact, it turns out that 
sin (short of getting fucked, 
that is — safe sin?) reduces 
your risk of HIV infection, 
don’t count on getting federal 
money to publicize it. 

Presumably Defunct 

“The Relapse Model” was 
another of the City’s sacred 
cows that got a poor recep¬ 
tion at the conference. This 
theory, backed by research 
out of the Center for AIDS 
Prevention Studies (of the 
University of California at 
San Francisco), warns that 
San Francisco’s gay men, 
once paragons of safe sex, are 
now “slipping” back into our 
former risky ways. 

However, few researchers 
outside of the Bay Area be¬ 
lieve that safe sex ever 
reached universal proportions 
here. A Canadian scientist 
presented convincing evi¬ 
dence that high-risk takers 
simply dropped out of behav¬ 
ior-change studies early on. 
Because only the men en¬ 
gaged in low-risk behaviors in 
the first place returned for 
their follow-ups, this may 
have created an erroneous im¬ 
pression that “everyone” had 
“changed” their practices. 

A British scientist pointed 
out that the CAPS Relapse 


research used cohorts (a dif¬ 
ferent group of men each 
year), rather than following 
one group of men for several 
years. So we don’t really 
know if specific men first 
changed their behaviors (from 
unsafe to safe) and then 
switched back (from safe to 
unsafe). All we really know is 
that the group of men ques¬ 
tioned lately admit to more 
unsafe activity than those 
questioned a few years ago. 

The Brit bluntly suggested 
that the relapse model was 
designed to recapture dwin¬ 
dling sex education funding. 
Having argued, rather too ef¬ 
fectively (if not entirely accu¬ 
rately), that gay men no 
longer had unsafe sex, it be¬ 
came impossible to lobby for 
funds to stop this presumably 
defunct practice. Relapse the¬ 
ory gets you off the hook — 
and back on the cash track — 
without admitting that the 
original studies weren’t en¬ 
tirely accurate. 

Rejected Misfits 

We verify facts the same 
way we choose new items for 
our wardrobes—you compare 


the potential newcomer to 
your existing clothes to see 
how well it fits in. A fact that 
doesn’t match your current 
beliefs is problematic. Unless 
you are willing to throw out 
half (or more) of your existing 
stock, you must reject the 
misfit. 

If you believe that AIDS is 
caused by loose morals, and 
have invested heavily in the 
belief that America already 
spends too much on public 
health, the “crack promotes 
AIDS” theory fits right in, 
and so does the broad gener¬ 
alization that “immune sup¬ 
pression” (i.e., sin) facilitates 
HIV transmission. 

If you “proved” a few years 
ago that gay men in San 
Francisco stopped having un¬ 
safe sex, relapse theory is a- 
safe way to explain recent ev¬ 
idence to the contrary. 

No one has any use for an 
unfashionable fact, but you 
can get a lot of mileage out of 
a widely accepted — if entire¬ 
ly erroneous — belief. The re¬ 
cent career of Sen. Jesse 
Helms is undeniable proof of 
this. ▼

University of Texas HIV Rate 1 in 100 

AUSTIN, Texas (UPI) — Nearly one in every 100 student pa¬ 
tients tested at the University of Texas at Austin’s health 
center in spring 1990 had the virus that causes AIDS, offi¬ 
cials say. UT officials and a Dallas expert said July 16 the 
study almost certainly does not reflect overall rates at the 
50,000-student campus, because it was based on samples 
taken anonymously from students who had blood work 
done at the campus health center for unrelated medical 
problems. Officials at the health center said they had in¬ 
tended to release the findings this fall, when more students 
would be on campus. The results are part of a nationwide 
analysis of AIDS on college campuses for the national Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control in Atlanta. 

British PWA Appeals to First Lady 

LONDON (UPI) — A British AIDS patient, saying he wants 
to visit the Grand Canyon before he dies, appealed to Bar¬ 
bara Bush July 17 to use her influence with Congress to lift 
a U.S. ban on HIV-positive visitors. The poignant plea was 
made in a letter by a 28-year-old patient, identified only as 
“Steve,” which was handed to Mrs. Bush when she toured 
the AIDS ward at Middlessex Hospital with Princess Diana. 
“Steve,” an interpreter for the deaf, said he had studied at 
the University of Indiana and wanted to see his old friends 
again. The U.S. immigration restriction “is like another 
Berlin Wall for me,” he said. “Why can’t I visit the Grand 
Canyon before I die?” In an interview later with wire ser¬ 
vice reporters at Winfield House, the U.S. Embassy resi¬ 
dence in Regency Park, Mrs. Bush said she had not yet read 
the letter, but told the reporters, “You have more influence 
than I do with Congress.”

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Party to Probe 
Vote Stacking

Already embroiled in more 
than six months of internal 
fighting, the beleaguered Har¬ 
vey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club faced heated 
testimony to revoke its offi¬ 
cial charter during a July 17 
subcommittee meeting for 
the San Francisco Democrat¬ 
ic Central Committee. 

Without taking any actions 
against the Milk Club, Issues 
Committee members voted 5- 
5 against recommending to 
the 25-member Central Com¬ 
mittee a resolution made by 
Byron McQuarters, the club’s 
vice president of internal af¬ 
fairs, to revoke the club’s 
charter. 

However, the subcommit¬ 
tee broadly supported a reso¬ 
lution to form an investiga¬ 
tion task force looking into 
vote stacking after the may¬ 
or’s election this fall. 

The resolution, as well as 
additional hearings on the 
matter, will be entertained at 
the Central Committee’s Au¬ 
gust meeting. 

Issues Committee Co-Chair 
Barbara Plummer called the 
more than two-hour meeting 
a fiasco. 

“It was beginning to turn 
into a cat fight,’’ Plummer 
said. “The audience was 
yelling. It almost got out-of¬ 
hand.” 

Charges levied against 
club President Jean Harris by 


McQuarters, a backer of May¬ 
or Art Agnos, alleged that 
Harris made illegal club ap¬ 
pointments without member¬ 
ship approval, allowed the 
suspension of its bylaws and 
disregarded the club’s estab¬ 
lished procedures for political 
endorsements by allowing 
the process to be moved-up 
from its original late Septem¬ 
ber date. 

Harris, an administrative 
aide to Supervisor Harry 
Britt, maintains that she has 
carefully adhered to the 
club’s bylaws and the wishes 
of the Milk Club’s voting 
body. 

“They (the club’s general 
membership) voted over¬ 
whelmingly to move the 
meeting,” Harris said. “Now 
they (Agnos’ supporters) want 
to bitch about it afterward — 
they should have been there 
at the June meeting.” 

The club’s general mem¬ 
bership voted July 23 to en¬ 
dorse City Assessor Richard 
Hongisto for mayor — becom¬ 
ing the last major lesbian and 
gay Democratic club to en¬ 
dorse the candidate. 

Because Harris will be out 
of the country during the 
Central Committee’s July 24 
meeting, the process will 
move to the committee’s 
Aug. 28 meeting during 
which additional hearings 
are scheduled to be held. ▼

“I’ve encouraged lots of 
people to join many Demo¬ 
cratic clubs,” Hongisto said at 
the club’s meeting. “And I 
have no reason to believe 
that anyone from my staff 
bought memberships for new 
club members.” 

However, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned that 
Hongisto’s paid field coordi¬ 
nator, Robert Barnes, bought 
at least one membership for 
a fellow member of the San 
Francisco Democratic Cen¬ 
tral Committee and personal¬ 
ly registered other members 
on their behalf. 

Barnes, a Central Commit¬ 
tee member and president of 
the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian 
and Gay Democratic Club, 
voted not to revoke the Milk 
Club’s charter during a re¬ 
cent subcommittee meeting 
for the Central Committee. 

Democratic Committee Co- 
Chair for Issues Barbara 
Plummer, in an interview 
with the B.A.R., said that 
Barnes and “other” Hongisto 
staffers were “registering peo¬ 
ple then informing them they 
were members of the Milk 
Club.” 

“Robert Barnes asked me 
to join,” Plummer said. “He 
recruited me and some oth¬ 
ers.” 

Plummer, who is not a les¬ 
bian, went on to say that she 
did not pay for her member¬ 
ship and that she believed the 
source of payment was the 
Hongisto campaign. 

“There’s no doubt that 
both (Agnos’ and Hongisto’s) 
campaigns have been stacking 
the club’s membership,” she 
added. 

When questioned about 
buying club memberships, 
Barnes called the charges 
“more Agnos slander and 
lies.” 

However, Barnes said that 
he did physically hand about 
20 to 30 new memberships 
into the club’s membership 
chair. 

A confidential membership 
list dated July 2, 1991, shows 
that 212 new memberships 
were filed at the June 25 gen¬ 
eral membership meeting 
and 62 additional member¬

ships were applied for during 
the month of June. 

The official club roster, ob¬ 
tained exclusively by the 
B.A.R., shows that 179 mem¬ 
berships had expired and had 
not been renewed as of the 
list’s publication date. Ex¬ 
pired memberships were re¬ 
newable just before receiving 
a voting ballot and paying 
club fees. 

According to the member¬ 
ship roles — and confirmed by 
Milk Club membership chair 
Melinda Paras — Agnos’ 
membership expired in Octo¬ 
ber 1990 and at the time bal¬ 
lot boxes closed Tuesday 
night, it had not been re¬ 
newed. 

The memberships of 
Deputy Mayor Claude Ever¬ 
hart and Agnos’ bodyguard 
Reno Rapagnani expired 
March 31, 1991, and they had 
not paid for their member¬ 
ship renewals. 

In addition, Agnos’ speech- 
writer Larry Bush, who re¬ 
portedly makes in excess of 
$60,000 per year, and Agnos 
Police Commission appointee 
Gwenn Craig both claim to 
be low-income members, ac¬ 
cording to the club’s member¬ 
ship list. 

Both Bush and Craig could 
not be reached for comment. 

However, Hongisto Cam¬ 
paign Manager TJ. Anthony 
said that vote stacking in the 
city was going on long before 
Hongisto’s candidacy for 
mayor and shouldn’t be an is¬ 
sue for this year’s mayoral 
campaign. 

“Nobody was crying foul 


when Agnos’ people packed 
the club with Agnos support¬ 
ers during the club’s presiden¬ 
tial election,” Anthony said. 
“Now they are crying fraud 
because Agnos got beat at 
his own game.” 

Issues Committee Co-Chair 
John Figone agreed with An¬ 
thony’s assessment and said 
Hongisto was just responding 
to Agnos’ stacking of the 
Milk Club earlier in the year. 

“What disturbs me above 
all else is the hypocrisy that’s 
going on within Agnos’ club 
leadership,” Figone said. 

Until now, Figone, who 
works in the City Attorney’s 
Office, had not stated publicly 
who he supports for mayor. 
But in an interview with the 
Bay Area Reporter ; Figone 
said that he now supports 
Hongisto’s drive for mayor. 

Back in 1987, Barnes, then 
an Agnos backer, said he 
along with Bush and Milk 
Club Treasurer Maurice Be- 
lote, developed the vote 
packing strategy in the Alice 
B. Toklas Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club in order to 
win the club’s endorsement 
for mayor. 

“Now that (the endorse¬ 
ment) is not going in Agnos’ 
favor,” Barnes relayed, 
“they’re claiming it’s illegal.” 

In a letter to the Fair Polit¬ 
ical Practices Commission 
presented July 22 at a news 
conference, Belote appeared 
with former Latino Demo¬ 
cratic Club President Ruth 
Picone and Supervisor An¬ 
gela Alioto to publicly call 
for an investigation into the 
club packing and the manner 
in which it was financed. 

Charges by the two club 
leaders allege that the cash, 
$2,740 in tens and fives 
turned into the Milk Club and 
$380 for the Latino Club, 
came from a single source. 

According to Belote, the 
money—in $100 increments— 
was not in bank wrappers as 
had been reported. And, in an 
interview with Belote, there 
were no unknown cashier’s 
checks given to the treasurer. 

Alioto, who is reportedly 
testing the waters as a late 
mayoral candidate, speaking 
as vice chair for the Califor¬ 
nia Democratic Party, said 
she will introduce legislation 
in September that will make 
it a “criminal violation of the 
law” to knowingly sign and 


pay for a club membership on 
behalf of someone other than 
that person applying. 

“It is fraud on the people,” 
Alioto said. 

According to the San Fran¬ 
cisco District Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice, additional state laws may 
have been broken if the vote 
buying practice is considered 
a contribution or expendi¬ 
ture. The D.A.’s office is re¬ 
portedly looking into possi¬ 
ble criminal violations. 

In another development, 
Hongisto’s paid political con¬ 
sulting firm, Terris and Jaye, 


and Hongisto have severed 
their relationship. 

At the endorsement meet¬ 
ing, Hongisto said the reason 
they are parting ways is be¬ 
cause the candidate wants to 
return to grass-roots cam¬ 
paigning. 

Eric Jaye, of Terris and 
Jaye, said that it was a mutual 
agreement to end their rela¬ 
tionship. 

“It was a mutual agree¬ 
ment between us,” Jaye said 
in a written statement. “We 
wish them (the Hongisto cam¬ 
paign) well.” ▼

Achtenberg sponsored a 
resolution that passed at the 
July 22 Board of Supervisors 
meeting that establishes a Lo¬ 
cal Child Care and Develop¬ 
ing Planning Council, whose 
primary function shall be the 
designation of priorities for 
the expansion of child-care 
programs for children of fam¬ 
ilies eligible for participation 
in federally funded child-care 
and development programs. 

The reasons Achtenberg 
gives for seeing her resolution 
as an issue for the lesbian and 
gay community has a great 
deal to do with how she sees 
that community. “We’re peo¬ 
ple with children who may be 
directly affected by those 
grants,” said Achtenberg. 
“We’re citizens who have con¬ 
cerns about how we’re going 
to care for other people’s chil¬ 
dren.” 

According to Achtenberg, 
“One of our own prejudices 
that may be foisted upon us 
from the outside is that this 
‘is exclusively a rich and mid¬ 
dle-class community.’ ” While 
there are no statistics on how 
many gays and lesbians in

poverty have children, Acht¬ 
enberg said, “There are plen¬ 
ty of women in poverty with 
children who are lesbian. I’ve 
represented scores of them 
when I was a lawyer for the 
National Center for Lesbian 
Rights.” 

During Gay Pride Week 
Achtenberg called for a hear¬ 
ing before the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors to dramatize the 
need for a lesbian and gay 
youth center and for group 
homes for transient lesbian 
and gay youth. 

Achtenberg sees a recent 
movement emerging in the 


lesbian and gay community to 
lend a hand to the next gener¬ 
ation, although she notes that 
it is “to our discredit that it 
has taken us this long to be¬ 
gin to recognize our obliga¬ 
tion to our own kids — the gay 
and lesbian youth.” 

She believes that by 
heightening the visibility of 
lesbian and gay adults “we 
have accelerated the rate at 
which young people are com¬ 
ing out.” 

“It’s our responsibility to 
reach out a hand and try and 
provide the kinds of institu¬ 
tional support for these young 
people that will help them get 
from here to there. That’s 
what a lesbian and gay youth 
center would be about. These 
kids need a positive place to 
meet one another, to talk 
with people about the difficul¬ 
ties in their lives about being 
gay, to get safe sex informa¬ 
tion for females and males, to 
be in a place where they are 
safe,” Achtenberg said. 

Working with the Youth 
Advocates Task Force, Acht¬ 
enberg hopes to help get teen 
activists get “as much money, 
program support, rehabilita¬ 
tion funds for a building that 
they choose and positive 
recognition for their efforts as 
I possibly can.” ▼

Gay and Lesbian Community 
Service Center Legal Director 
Roger Coggan spoke before 
the police commission, point¬ 
ing out that the relationship 
between the LAPD and the 
gay community is “the history 
of broken promises” and 
asked the commission to “en¬ 
sure that the recruitment of 
lesbians and gay men be¬ 
comes part and parcel of the 
recruitment activities of the 
LAPD and not a one-shot 
deal as suggested by Chief 
Gates.” 

There was intense specula¬ 
tion in the gay community 
following Coggan’s appear¬ 
ance that the commission 
might institute a pro-gay re¬ 
cruitment policy change re¬ 
gardless of Gates’ protesta¬ 
tions. 

However, Sheinbaum said, 
“At this moment I don’t know 
where that stands and when 
we expect to do that. We 
have an infinity of (Christo¬ 
pher Commission) recommen¬ 
dations to deal with, and the 
implementation takes a while 
to work down through the 
system. We’re going to be 
working hard at that. (But) I 
think you’re going to find in 


general it’s going to be a 
much more open attitude, and 
I think you will be pleased.” 

Additionally, Sheinbaum 
said, though he was previous¬ 
ly unaware of the group, he 
now will be “watching” the 
recruitment efforts of openly 
lesbian and gay uniform offi¬ 
cers from Pride Behind the 
Badge and urges any of their 
members to speak before the 
commission if they wish. 

Similarly Sheinbaum said 
he was unaware of the Gay 
and Lesbian Police Advisory 
Task Force and urged them 
to establish a relationship 
with the commission. 

In a related matter, Cog¬ 
gan flew to Sacramento July 
16 to testify before the State 
Senate Committee on Public 
Safety about the need for sen¬ 
sitivity training on gender 
and sexual orientation issues 
for the state’s 70,000 peace of¬ 
ficers. 

Coggan spoke on behalf of 
an amendment to Sen. David 
Roberti’s excessive force bill, 
SB 1075, which was intro¬ 
duced following the release of 
the Christopher Commission 
Report. 

Without this training, 
Roberti said in a press re¬ 
lease, a Peace Officer Stan¬ 
dards and Training certifi¬ 
cate will not be issued. ▼

a strong representation from 
local gay/lesbian/bisexual 
youth groups had some of the 
best seats in the house. 

DiPrima said that she and 
her producers tried to cover 
gay and lesbian stories in the 
past, but “until now, we 
haven’t had the contacts need¬ 
ed.” Acknowledging the risk 
that gay, lesbian and bisexual 
teens take in appearing on the 
show, DiPrima said, “It’s 
putting yourself out there.” 

Lavender Youth Recre¬ 
ation and Information Center 
(LYRIC) has been an impor¬ 
tant contact for DiPrima. 
LYRIC was founded in 1988 
to provide social and recre¬ 
ational activities for lesbian, 
gay and bisexual youth. 
LYRIC currently sponsors a 
number of rap groups, a team 
in the city’s Gay Softball 
League, a contingent in the 
Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day 
Parade and a variety of other 
events. 

LYRIC’s presence was vis¬ 
ible on DiPrima’s panel and 
in the studio audience. The 
panel included Vince Fuqua, 
Olga Texidor and Diana 
Phillips, all of whom are ac¬ 
tive in LYRIC; youth coun¬ 
selor Josylyn Segal; and les¬ 
bian comics Marga Gomez 
and Monica Palacios. 

Quoting statistics from 
Lyon-Martin Health Services, 
DiPrima raised the issue of 
suicide for gay and lesbian 
teens, and she initiated a dis¬ 
cussion about gay bashing. 
When DiPrima asked the 
guests, “Why is AIDS educa¬ 
tion outreach not reaching 
young people in the gay and 
lesbian community?” Fuqua 
said, “AIDS information is 
not targeting young gay 
men,” and a young man in 
the audience said, “We need 
to arm kids with condoms 
and intelligence.” 

Unlike so many talk shows 
that insist on countering gay, 
lesbian and bisexual guests 
with homophobes to repre¬ 
sent “the other side” of the 
debate, DiPrima’s lineup was 
consistent with the show’s 
theme song, which defines 
Home Turf as “your turf, my 
turf, everybody’s turf.” 

DiPrima was not present¬ 
ing any “other side” when she 
told her audience that gay 
and lesbian teenagers “de¬ 
serve respect on the turf.” 
DiPrima invited her guests to 
talk about their experiences. 
She sought reflections from 
the straight teens in the audi¬ 
ence as well. It was a straight 
guest who said that teens are 
homophobic “because they 
are insecure about their own 
sexuality.” 

Teenagers identifying as 
gay, lesbian and bisexual 
spoke not only of the painful 
side of coming out, but also

the Latin one ... everybody 
knows that.” 

The prime minister also ig¬ 
nited protests at the French 
Embassy in Tokyo last week 
for describing the Japanese as 
living an “ant-like existence.” 

Members of the Gay Asian 
Pacific Alliance also partici¬ 
pated in Monday’s protest. 

The Japanese Diet 
has called for a formal apolo¬ 
gy from the French govern¬ 
ment. 

Scott Oswald of the Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation said, “The prime 
minister may need a refresher 
course in French history,” re¬

pointed out the joy of discov¬ 
ery they experienced. 

“I’ve learned to love my¬ 
self,” Diana Phillips told her 
peers about coming out. “It’s 
accepting who I am. It felt 
like a missing puzzle piece.” 

After the taping, Phillips 
told the B.A.R. that she was 
pleased with DiPrima’s will¬ 
ingness to address the threat 
of violence that gay teens 
face, but she said she wished 
that violence had not been 
presented as an issue faced 
primarily by gay men. There 
was “no acknowledgment of 
violence against lesbians,” 
said Phillips. 

Although the gay, lesbian 
and bisexual teenagers used 
the taping to tell their peers 
about the kind of isolation 
they feel at home and at 
school, after the filming 
Phillips talked about the iso¬ 
lation she feels within the gay 
and lesbian community. She 
said, “It’s important for the 
gay community to understand 
that there are a lot of gay/les¬ 
bian/bisexual youth. We’re 
not kids.” 

While Phillips acknowl¬ 
edged the importance of find¬ 
ing other gay, lesbian and bi¬ 
sexual teens, she also said 
there’s no place to go. 
“LYRIC has done an excel¬ 
lent job so far, but there’s a 
tremendous need for a 
gay/lesbian youth center run 
by LYRIQ” said Phillips. 

Following the taping, com¬ 
ic Marga Gomez called partic¬ 
ipation in television talk 
shows “a gay, lesbian and bi¬ 
sexual adult responsibility — 
like lesbian jury duty.” 
Gomez added, “I’m training 
for Oprah.” 

After the show, DiPrima’s 
only wish was that she had 
gotten “more in depth in 
some areas,” adding, “I hope 
we can do more of these 
shows.” 

DiPrima gears her show 
toward a celebration of the 
ordinary, everyday teenager. 
“When young people who 
never see themselves on tele¬ 
vision watch this show, they 
say, ‘Wow! That’s me.’ The 
most important thing is for 
young people who are in the 
closet to watch it, to know 
that they are not alone,” she 
said. 

“We’re in a unique posi¬ 
tion,” said DiPrima. “A lot of 
the people who are going to 
give gay and lesbian people a 
hard time watch this show. 
For many who watch Home 
Turf, this may be the first 
time they have heard any of 
this. For our crowd, basic is 
where they need to be. It’s a 
start.” 

What happens to Home 
Turf at the end of its eight- 
week Summer Mix run is 
uncertain. “I really hope we 
don’t go back to the old for¬ 
mat. I love having the people 
here in the studio. This is 
their place to be heard,” said 
DiPrima. ▼

ACT UP demanded a restruc¬ 
turing of the dose-finding tri¬ 
als taking place at Davies and 
a half-dozen other sites 
around the country. 

ACT UP is worried about 
the lowest d4T dosage being 
tried out in the two-year 
study. At roughly seven mil¬ 
ligrams per day, this regimen 
is 20 times lower than previ¬ 
ous levels administered. 

Claiming that the seven mg 
level is too low to have any ther- 
apeutic value, ACT UP 
charges that Bristol-Myers has 
created a virtual placebo to 
obtain quick, clear-cut data. 

Since the establishment of 
AZT as the standard anti- 
AIDS therapy, placebos are 
considered unethical. 

Another point of con¬ 
tention is Bristol-Myers’ re¬ 
fusal to allow trial enrollees 
to take many of the medica¬ 
tions used to treat or prevent 
the opportunistic infections 
associated with AIDS. 

ACT UP wants to make it 
easier to increase doses at the 
first sign a trial enrollee is fal¬ 
tering. This could be done us¬ 
ing hi-tech blood tests that 
give advance warning of in¬ 
creased HIV activity and im¬ 
mune system decline. 

The activist group also 
wants Bristol-Myers to justify 
or lift the ban on drugs 
against opportunistic infec¬ 
tions 

Brian Christianson, direc¬ 
tor of Davies Hospital’s HIV 
Institute, said, “This is a safe¬ 
ty study. The study may have 
doses that are too low and too 
high. Our target is to get peo¬ 
ple on the best dose as quick¬ 
ly as possible — after the ini¬ 


tial 10-week data collection 
period.” 

Two weeks ago Davies in¬ 
vestigators wrote a letter to 
Bristol-Myers largely support¬ 
ing ACT UP’s position. 

“The protest (at Davies) is 
against the trial structure. 
Davies after a time has been 
quite supportive of us, but the 
other sites may be less liberal 
in how they administer the 
trial,” Michael Ravitch of 
ACT UP said. 

No one wants a repeat of 
the AZT situation, in which 
people with AIDS for several 
years were prescribed danger¬ 
ously high doses. 

Nevertheless, the d4T trial 
bears signs of the traditional 
thinking that may now be un¬ 
necessary. Formerly, trials 


have had to be carried out un¬ 
til some enrollees became se¬ 
riously ill. Comparing the ill¬ 
ness rates in a trial’s placebo 
(or standard drug) and exper¬ 
imental drug arms gave defi¬ 
nite proof of a drug’s value. 

In advancing ddl’s ap¬ 
proval process last week the 
FDA showed it could be flex¬ 
ible when considering critical¬ 
ly needed AIDS treatments. 

All that was required in 
the ddl case were indications 
of safety and a glimpse of ef¬ 
ficacy produced by blood test 
results from the on-going clin¬ 
ical trials. ▼

Tesh Uncensored 

'Entertainment Tonight's'Jazz Baby Speaks Out on 
Hollywood, Homophobia and Career Obsession 


by Robert Julian 

S quare of jaw and shoul¬ 
der, John Tesh is 
America’s Dudley 
Doright. Still fresh- 
faced and boyish at age 38, 
Tesh leads television viewers 
into the sunset six nights a 
week from behind the Enter¬ 
tainment Tonight podium. A 
big man (6’4”), with long, lean 
fingers and a deep, soothing 
voice, he has worked in 
broadcasting since he was 19 
years old. But he considers 
music, not journalism, his top 
priority. 

“When I was a kid, I stud¬ 
ied baritone horn and piano 
at the Juilliard School of Mu¬ 
sic. But my dad was one of 
those guys who said, ‘How 
are you going to make any 
money doing this? You gotta 
do something else.’ That 
turned out to be broadcasting 
when I went to North Caroli¬ 
na State. 

“I got a lot of breaks early 
in my career. When I was 19 
years old, I was attending the- 
university and anchoring the 
evening news in that market. 
I was also playing in a band. 
There’s always been kind of a 
marriage between music and 
television stuff, but music is 
more important to me. Every 
job I’ve ever taken has been a 
means to that end.” 

And it’s music that brings 
Tesh to San Francisco for the 
release of KKSF’s Sampler 
for AIDS Relief II. This sec¬ 
ond sampler is a collection of 
jazz and pop vocals by vari¬ 
ous artists, and it features one 
of Tesh’s songs, “Garden 
City.” The first sampler 
raised over $140,000 for the 
San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, and $3.50 from the sale 
of each Sampler II cassette 
or CD will go to the founda¬ 
tion. Seated across the table 
from me at an Embarcadero 
Center restaurant, Tesh ex¬ 
plains the reason for his per-

sonal visit. 

“I’mhere because I hope I 
can attract some media atten¬ 
tion for the album. It would 
be so easy for a radio station 
to put together a couple of 
PSAs (public service an¬ 
nouncements) about making 
donations or being careful 
about sex. But KKSF puts a 
whole album together, and 
it’s a pain in the ass. They 
have to call all the artists for 
permission, then they have to 
call the publishing company, 
then maybe a co-publisher, 
and they have to get all the 
releases. Then they have to 
press and edit the product. It 
would be much easier to dis¬ 
appear to your lake house 
and forget the whole thing. 

“But KKSF provides all 
the administrative support. 
They even got a company to 
donate the CDs, and they got 
Precision to distribute the 
record in the Bay Area. At 
one time, AIDS Sampler I 
was the number one New 


Age album being sold. A lot 
of people who are into this 
music don’t know Yanni from 
John Tesh. They just want

something they can listen to 
when they make love. They 
go for a sampler, and they get 


70 minutes of music and learn 
something about the artists.” 

Necessary Contempt 

In spite of producing three 
albums on his own, Tesh is 
best known for his television 
work on E.T. The show’s 
format, full of hype and hy¬ 
perbole, does not lend itself 
to Pulitzer Prize-winning 
journalism, a fact that is not 
lost on Tesh. His thinly veiled 
contempt for some of the ma¬ 
terial he presents occasionally 
bleeds through the pancake. 

“If that show was live, I 
probably wouldn’t be on it 
anymore. Leeza Gibbons and 
I both have an irreverence for 
the industry, and it’s impor¬ 
tant to have that. People at 
home are going ‘Oh, pleeze!’ 
when they see some kid in 
his first movie say, ‘I’m going 
to be a big star and make a 
million bucks.’ 

“ ‘Okay, kid,’ you say, ‘why 
don’t you get through kinder-

M y lover and I have 
just returned 
from the 13th 
Conference of 
ILGA, the International Les¬ 
bian and Gay Association 
dedicated to fighting for our 
rights worldwide. This was 
the meeting that was canceled 
by bigots in Guadalajara but 
rescheduled for Acapulco. 
For the first time ever, the 
conference was held in a not- 
already-developed country, 
and one in the Americas. 

Unanimous resolutions 
were passed condemning the 
government (but not the peo¬ 
ple) of Guadalajara, support¬ 
ing the first legal action by a 
Japanese AIDS education 
group against Tokyo authori¬ 
ties who denied access to a 
youth center, and protesting 
discriminatory HIV testing 
against immigrants and visi¬ 
tors to the U.S.A. Around 
lifestyle issues, though, there 
was a bit more conflict. 

Ex-prostitutes of the male 
gender are among the best 
safe-sex educators on the 
streets of Mexico City and they 
taught some fascinating con¬ 
ference panels. Several Euro¬ 
pean and white American 
man-boy love proponents, on 
the other hand, used the 
young sex workers to front a 
NAMBLA proposal on the 
“right” of kids of any age to 
be prostitutes—and then tried 
to get the Mexico City teens 
to set them up with local 
eight-year-old lads on the 
beach. 

But most of the conferees 
were there to meet and chat 
up each other; it was a won¬ 
derful opportunity for ac¬ 
tivists to cut across all nation¬ 
al lines. And the ultimate fact 
that became obvious during 
the week was how similar we 
all are. You had to be there to 
feel the thrill of international 
gay and lesbian solidarity. 
But second best — for those 
who didn’t make it this time — 
here is the story of one of 
those present, Rebecca Sevil¬ 
la Levallos of Lima, Peru.

“The name of our group, 
Movimiento Homosexual de 
Lima, is printed right on our 
checks.

Fortunately, the 
B.A.R.’s coverage was posi¬ 
tive, so its arts editor was 
treated with the utmost re¬ 
spect. (Funny how these 
things work.) The conversa¬ 
tion careened back and forth 
between high art and high 
dish. We’ll deal with the for¬ 
mer at the appropriate time. 
As for the latter, the best of it 
had to do with a friend of one 
of the artists who was actual¬ 
ly in Cher’s NY apartment 
one of the days the pop diva 
(as the better tabloids duly re¬ 
ported) went nuts over her

EVERYBODY'S A CRIT 
IC: “What is it with these re¬ 
viewers anyway? I guess I’m 
becoming less tolerant. Ten 
years ago I might have gone 
for this, but now it’s just bor¬ 
ing. I think I’d better stick to 
musicals.” The above came 
from an audience member 
during the intermission of 
The Sum of Us, which is 
winding down a year-plus run 
at the Cherry Lane Theatre 
in the Village. Had to agree 
that the winner of the 1991 
Outer Critics Circle Off- 
Broadway Award for 
Best Play, was a disappoint¬ 
ment, though certainly not 
dreadful. Pauline Kael used 
to brand, unfairly some of the 
time, films about gay topics 
as being “cases of special 
pleading.” At its worst, The 
Sum of Us, which is about 
an Australian gay man and 
his (almost too) understand¬ 
ing father, does just that, and 
shamelessly so, when it could 
be exploring more deeply 
some of the issues about rela¬ 
tionships that are at its core.

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Learning to Love Himself 

Wayne Corbitt's New Solo Performance Work 
Is His Way of 'Going Home' to His Community

T he self-described jad¬ 
ed 38-year-old son of 
a preacher woman, 
Wayne Corbitt is also 
an extremely talented and 
provocative African-American 
activist/poet/performer, who 
will be performing his Black 
Birds Boogie in the Black 
Moonlight July 26-27, as part 
of Project X: The Artist Talk 
Show. 

The first stanza of his 
poem “Identify Yourself’ sets 
the tone of the work and lets 
you know exactly where Cor¬ 
bitt is coming from: “Who I 
am is a proud African-Amer¬ 
ican homoradical person with 
AIDS living on the edge. I am 
nobody’s victim.” 

Corbitt says his piece is 
about self-discovery and 
learning to love himself. 

“Black people, in general, 
are told that we’re ugly from 
birth. Our lips are too big, 
our hair is too nappy and our 
skin is too dark. We go 
through our whole lives being 
bombarded with this stuff, 
and then if you’re gay, you 
have something else you have 
to worry about. It’s taken me 
38 years to get to the point 
where I can love myself.” 

Black Birds chronicles 
some of the excesses of Cor¬ 
bitt’s past without being ei¬ 
ther apologetic or tragic. “It’s 
about not crying in your beer. 
It seems very fashionable

Atlas, whose Hail 
the New Puritan and Be¬ 
cause We Must have played 
recent gay film fests, was sup¬ 
posed to have his latest piece 
included in a PBS “New 
Television” series, but it was 
yanked at the last moment 
for the usual reasons.

“This wasn’t something I 
wanted to do, it was some¬ 
thing I needed to do to help 
myself; but then all art is 
therapy anyway. It’s my way 
of going home. I want to 
speak to my community — a 
black gay audience. I hope 
others will be able to find 
something in this work that 
speaks to them, and that they 
can use, but it was definitely 
written with the black gay 
community in mind ... and 
some of the regret that is ex¬ 
hibited in the piece comes 
from feelings of regret at my 
estrangement from that com¬ 
munity.” 

Corbitt wrote Black Birds 
about a year and a half ago, 
“but it’s really an accumula¬ 
tion of a lot of different 
pieces. Then, through a series 
of weird accidents, I got to do 
it at the Gay and Lesbian 
Theatre Festival in Seattle. 

“What I’m trying to do for 
me is to communicate all the 
stuff I can’t explain through 
art. I’m full of questions, and 
I don’t have all the answers. 
In fact, I worry about people 
who say they have all the an¬ 
swers. If they really do (have 
all the answers), then at least 
they don’t have to share them 
with you. 

“I have many questions 
about my life, and why things 
turned out the way they did, 
and this is my way of dealing 
with those questions. I’ve also 
changed a lot over the years 


and this is also my attempt to 
deal with that. I feel like I’ve 
just started a new life this 
year with this piece, and for 
the first time I’m finding my¬ 
self feeling ambitious and en¬ 
thusiastic about the future. 
It’s a whole new ball game 
now, and it’s very exciting.” 

Black Birds Boogie in the 
Black Moonlight promises to 
be a truly memorable bit of 
performance theatre. Corbitt’s 


work is lyrical and deeply 
moving as well as being of 
topical interest to the gay 
community. It plays Friday 
and Saturday at the Asian 
American Theater Center 
(AATC), 403 Arguello Blvd.

grams in all, in prime time to 
the system’s stations across 
the country. Ward had agreed 
with Bianchi and Dowling 
that a series devoted to the 
new and unusual, to the chal¬ 
lenging and provocative, 
would be a stimulating alter¬ 


native to the typical PBS fare 
of safe, imported British cos¬ 
tume dramas and domestic 
nature documentaries. 
Among Atlas’ peers whose 
works are included in “New 
Television” are Juan Downey, 
Bill Viola, Lynn Hershman, 
Dara Birnbaum and Daniel 
Minahan. 

Show OK'd, Then Axed 

Son of Sam and Delilah, 
which is described in 
WGBH’s press materials as “a 
commentary on homophobia, 
love and death in the age of 
AIDS,” was slated for airing 
in week seven. Bianchi and 
Dowling called Ward and de¬ 
scribed in detail the heavy 
content of the Atlas piece. All 
was accepted by Ward and 
the show still had the green 
light. 

But when the actual tape 
was shipped to Virginia for 
Ward and her board — for 
“technical evaluation, not aes¬ 
thetic,” according to Judy 
Becker, the “New Television” 
publicist — the producers 
were told by Ward that PBS 
could not possibly include At¬ 
las’ work in the series. 

Ward told the B.A.R. 
Monday that Son of Sam 
“was not suitable.” The rea¬ 
sons for the censorship, ac¬ 
cording to Ward, were the 
video’s “gratuitous violence, 
obscurity and lack of point 
and context.” The producers 
argued that the violence was 
clearly artificial and impor¬ 
tant in any case to the video’s 
strong statements about ho¬ 
mophobia in contemporary 
American society. 


According to Bianchi, 
Ward’s action was an instance 
of censorship prior to any po¬ 
tential brouhaha, in the wake 
of negative reaction to the 
showing of Marlon Riggs’ 
Tongues Untied. Becker calls 
the result “ Tongues Untied 
reversed. There, PBS put the 
Riggs out and let the individ¬ 
ual affiliates decide if they 
wanted to show it. With the 
Atlas Son of Sam, PBS wants 
its logo removed from any 
showing of the work by indi¬ 
vidual stations that the 
producers have contacted.” 
KQED Won't Air Show 

So far only WNET in New 
York and WGBH in Boston 
have opted to screen Atlas’ 
work in an added week No. 
11 after the regular series has 
run its course. KQED in San 
Francisco, which has previ¬ 


ously been accused of neglect¬ 
ing to serve the interests of 
the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty, has decided not to show it. 

KQED Program Manager 
Ron Santora, who along with 
Director of Programming 
Kevin Harris has opted not to 
show Son of Sam, when 
asked why they made that de¬ 
cision when the two other 
PBS stations are running the 
piece, said, “I thought it was 
horrible: a demented picture 
of death and obscenity with¬ 
out anything redeeming or in¬ 
telligible. Of course, I only 
watched 15 minutes, but that 
was enough. It made no 
sense. I was disgusted by it. It 
was pointless.” 

Asked why KQED didn’t 
feel any responsibility, as did 
WNET and WGBH, to air 
works that might be of inter¬ 
est to the gay and lesbian 


community, Santora replied, 
“I can’t see why we should 
show it, and I’m a gay man. 
And absolutely repulsive for 
women.” 

'Discouraging Conflict' 
Bob Riley, the Media Arts 
Curator at the San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art, who 
has also been an advisor to the 
“New Television” series for 
four years, took a different 
point of view in an interview 
earlier this week 

“Of course, it’s not a con¬ 
ventional discussion of the 
topic,” the curator said, “yet it 
seems to me to be extremely 
relevant and expressive of 
conditions: conditions when 
youth meets death. There 
isn’t a reflection in a senti¬ 
mental sense. It’s angry, dis-

ruptive, irreverent and short- 
tempered.

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Bravura Investigation

W hat I saw in 
Charles Atlas’ 
Son of Sam and 
Delilah was a 
breathtakingly bravura inves¬ 
tigation of the AIDS crisis 
and of homophobia in Amer¬ 
ican society. No wonder PBS 
— not to mention our local 
gutless wonder, KQED — 
doesn’t want to show it. 

Perhaps if KQED is forced 
to serve up to its patrons 
something a little more chal¬ 
lenging than Brideshead Re¬ 
visited and/or Fawlty Tow¬ 
ers reruns, I’ll be able to re¬ 
view it in depth and describe 
its powerful charms and sen¬ 
sational strategies. In the 
meantime, I’d like to describe 
below one of the half-hour 
video’s more compelling se¬ 
ries of sequences. 

After the titles of “RAG¬ 
ING HOMOPHOBIA” and “A 
KILLER IS ON THE 
LOOSE,” Atlas segues into a 
long, hideous monologue in 
prison-like surroundings, de¬ 
livered by a rabid homo-hater 
— but who in the course of his 
diatribe reveals that he has let 
guys come on to him. He is 
then shot by an offscreen as¬ 
sassin and the work’s most 
extreme and realistic torrent 
of violence is unleashed. 

Atlas then cuts to a pair of 
merry drag queens — appro¬ 
priately enough monickered 
“Happy Face” and “Loretta,” 
hilariously endeavoring to 
cook breakfast amid burning 
toasters and generously re¬ 
plenished Screw Drivers. The 
scene of the two is intercut with 
a mean macho guy and his 


enormous dog, two butch gals 
practicing karate and a group 
of young, hip disco fre¬ 
quenters, fragging away. The 
macho guy cannily invades 
and demolishes these secure 
gay worlds in a serialized 
spew of destruction. 

It’s never made quite clear 
if he’s a metaphor for AIDS, 
or for homophobia, or for the 
bulk of society’s indifference 
to either. Son of Sam is not 
so much an attack on govern¬ 
ment neglect or the reac¬ 
tionary right, but on the gay 
community’s insularity, self- 
coddling and lack of activism. 

Though energized by a 
frenzy of chaos and anarchy, 
the work is also wry, intrigu¬ 
ing and provides its fair share 
of belly laughs. Once attuned 
to the video’s extreme (but 
obviously artificial) strategies 
of violence, one cannot help 
but feel Brechtian distance 
from any kind of Realism, 
and one settles into a display 
of symbol and metaphor. 

That the video keeps the 
viewer between the edge of 
humor and suspense, the 
resultant disturbing tension is 
not exactly a ploy that one 
would necessarily think 
should be banned or cen¬ 
sored. Hitchcock had been 
perfecting this 15 years ago. 
But obviously PBS is not 
about to compete with main¬ 
stream, middle-class Holly¬ 
wood film in its Golden Age 
— or for that matter with the 
stylized violence in films such 
as Total Recall, Die Hard 2 and 
much of MTV, none of which 
elicits the kind of censorship 
before the fact that Atlas’ piece 
has. ▼

Gay Man Fucks With Woman 
— And Lives to Tell the Tale!

P hillip B. Roth was on 
the West Coast and 
(most of) you missed 
him. No, not the au¬ 
thor of Portnoy's Complaint, 
but the video maker who gets 
lots of phone calls from 
young wannabees for the au¬ 
thor. Both deal in masturba¬ 
tion, but their chosen medium 
is quite different: verbal or¬ 
gasms versus visual ones. 

Roth, whose prize-winning 
Boys/Life garnered raves at 
the Berlin Film Festival last 
year, was at the recent SF 
gay film fest with his latest 
work, A 25 Year Old Gay Man 
Loses His Virginity To a 
Woman. 

The latter work stars An¬ 
nie Sprinkle — and Roth as 
the gay man who loses his 
virginity. The video explores 
the boundaries of what is gay 
and what is straight like no 
other work before it. Happily, 
it’s hysterically funny and 
never didactic, just like 
Boys/Life, which chronicled 
the problems of kissing Rad¬ 
ical Faeries in Lincoln Center 
and Central Park and in the 
middle of Fifth Avenue as 
buses drove by. 

Preparing for his trip 
West, Roth, who only wears 
clothing when necessary, de¬ 
cided to sex up his wardrobe 
by buying tank tops and T- 
shirts. It took him at least five 
hours to buy four. Certain 
salespeople will never be the 
same. The B.A.R. caught up 
with Mr. Roth in mid-June, 
just before he headed out for 
the airport for SF. 


B.A.R.: Are you worried 
about how your film will go 
over in San Francisco? 

Phillip Roth: No. 

Your flick was a big hit at 
the New York gay film fest, 
for the most part, but if I re¬ 
member correctly there were 
a few naysayers. Who were 
they? 

Well, in the audience there 
were a few hisses at the part 
where Annie and I first start¬ 
ed fucking and maybe that 
was because it was in the Mis¬ 
sionary Position which some 
women don’t like. And ... I 
don’t know. I better not talk 
about this. I’ll get into a 
whole lot of trouble. 

No, no. This is what peo¬ 
ple want to read about. 

Well, some women feel 
that the model of sexuality 
that I portrayed was an op¬ 
pressive model to women. 

But other lesbians ap¬ 
plauded you. 

That’s true. 

Now have you had hetero¬ 
sexual sex since you made 


this film? 

Uhmmm, have I had het¬ 
erosexual sex since I made 
this film? Uhmmm, not real¬ 
ly. Once, sort of. 

There was no insertion? 

No. 

Are you planning to en¬ 
gage in heterosexual copula¬ 
tion again? 

I don’t know. If it comes 
,up. I’m not planning homo¬ 
sexual sex either, but it usual¬ 
ly happens. 

Were your parents happy 
about this film, that you final-

ly went a little bit straight? 

No, it gave them no plea¬ 
sure that I know of. (Laughs.) 

Do you know if they 
viewed it? 

They have not viewed it to 
the best of my knowledge, al¬ 
though my mother saw 
Boys/Life. 

You're kidding! What was 
her reaction? 

She said it was about what 
she expected. 

Do you think that because 
you limit your films to explic¬ 
it sexuality that your audi¬ 
ence will always be a limited 
one? 

Well, it seems to. I can’t re¬ 
ally be screened on TV. I 
probably can’t even be 
screened on public access TV. 
For me the problem is that 
my work isn’t easily catego¬ 
rized. It doesn’t really work 
as porn. It doesn’t work as 
mainstream. It’s not really an 
art film. So it’s difficult to sell 
it because of that. It’s difficult 
to get any sort of widespread 
distribution or play because it 
falls into a sort of nether¬ 
world. 

You star in all your 
movies. Do you think if you 
had a potbelly, you would 
still be as exhibitionistic? 

(Laughs.) I hope when I 
have a potbelly I could still 
go in front of the camera. I 
would like to do films that I 
didn’t star in, but §o far all 
my ideas that I have for films

or videos, I somehow wind up 
in front of the camera. 

Are your films sex-crazed 
because you have a non-stop 
erotic life, or did your life be¬ 
come sex-filled after your 
films were screened? Which 
was the chicken and which 
was the egg? 

I would like my films to be 
even more wild. I have a lot 
of wild experiences and I’m 
always trying to figure out 
ways that I can portray them 
on film, and I’ve wound up 
with very few projects so far. 
I think maybe my own sexual 
life, at least, certainly has more 
variety than I have been able 
to portray. 

If you films got any wilder, 
you’d receive even fewer 
grants than you have. 

Well, I only got one grant 
and I think it was pretty 
much a fluke that I got that. I 
don’t foresee a big chance of 
continuing to get grant mon¬ 
ey for the kind of work I’m 
doing unless I were to shift 
gears and do something quite 
different. It’s very limited 
what I can get. My work is 
too sexual and too gay to real¬ 
ly play well in front of a grant 
review committee, especially 
anything where the public is 
involved. I did get a private 
grant which had been funded 
indirectly through the New 
York State Council of the 
Arts. They were very upset 
and I had to remove their 
name from the video I think 
almost because of the title as

much as the content. It made 
them feel uncomfortable. 

So far you have shown 
mutual jerking off between 
gays and various heterosexu¬ 
al sexual acts. Will your fu¬ 
ture efforts be even more ex¬ 
plicit or will the acts happen 
off-camera? 

(Laughs.) (Silence.) I don’t 
know. 

Your next film is about 
prostitution, right? 

Yes. 

Will this be a much longer 
work? 

I hope it’s longer. It’s hard 
to say how long it’s going to 
be at this point. It will be a 
little bigger in scope than the 
other two have been. 

Do you have anything to 
say about San Francisco as 
compared to New York? 


Yes, I love San Francisco. 
What specifically? Ask me a 
specific question. 

How to San Franciscan 
men compare to New York 
men? 

Well, I found the San 
Francisco sex parties to be 
more fun, have more variety, 
and people seem to be more 
open about them — and more 
into it — than in New York. In 
New York, the parties are 
very segmented. There are 
ACT UP kind of parties, and 
parties either with really cute 
young guys, and there are 
muscle gym parties, and there 
are parties with older guys. 
The ones in San Francisco 
seem to be more mixed 
crowds, which is what I pre¬ 
fer. ▼

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Jay B. Laws Discusses 'Steam' 

Sci-Fi Menace as Metaphor

S ome people seek to es¬ 
cape their greatest fear 
by running full speed 
toward it. Take Jay B. 
Laws, a writer who has used 
the tangled thicket of AIDS 
as the basis for his first novel, 
the unusually imaginative, 
page-turning summer read, 
Steam. 

Winner of the “By-the-Bay- 
Area first-novel contest,” 
sponsored by Alyson Press, 
the 400-page supernatural/psy¬ 
chological/sci-fi thriller ($9.95) 
concerns several handsome 
gay men, a sexually ambiva¬ 
lent cop and a psychic woman 
in possession of an ancient 
crystal which can summon a 
demon — or return it to hell. 
They are pitted against an 
ageless scourge which has 
taken up residence in the 
depths of an abandoned San 
Francisco bathhouse, from 
where it preys on young men, 
who find themselves over¬ 
whelmed by its horrifying ad¬ 
vances. 

Sounds like a metaphor? 
You bet. 

“I wanted to write a novel 
that would show the psycho¬ 


logical impact of living sur¬ 
rounded and confronted by 
AIDS,” said Laws in the rus¬ 
tic kitchen of his Noe Valley 
home. 

Yet Laws, who switched 
from writing a realistic novel 
about AIDS, didn’t find it 
much of a jump to use the 
subject as the backbone of a 
genre thriller. 

“This was the only way I 
could approach it. And 
what’s more frightening than 
watching your best friends 
turn into creatures you no 
longer recognize,” Laws 
asked, “or the idea of a seem¬ 
ingly invisible enemy that’s 
striking people down and you 
can’t get help because no one 
will even take you seriously? 
And what’s more horrifying 
than the idea that something 
as wonderful as sex can be 
the route to your death?” 

Intuitive Parallels 

But the book’s exciting 
events weren’t created as ex¬ 
act parallels to real-life situa¬ 
tions. “A lot of it was intu¬ 
itive,” Laws said. “It wasn’t a 
planned statement. I wrote on 
feeling.” And although he’d 
been working on the novel 


for three years, he didn’t in¬ 
quire about entering it in the 
Alyson contest until a little 
more than two weeks before 
the deadline. “I was on my 
fourth major draft,” he re¬ 
vealed. “I knew where I was 
going, but I didn’t have an 
ending. I was at Chapter 31, 
and knew there would be 
about 50. I had been doing a 
chapter every two weeks, and 
now I did two a day — I was a 
madman finishing it! 

“But everything fell into 
place, and I think my dash for 
the deadline accounts for a lot 
of the immediacy and the ur¬ 
gency of the story.” 

This immediacy is aided 
by Laws’ strong visual sense, 
which comes from his train¬ 
ing as a screen writer. A na¬ 
tive of Austin, Laws earned a 
degree in film writing at the 
University of Texas in 1981 
and settled in San Francisco 
to polish his craft. 

“When I have to write a 
fantastic scene — like the cli¬ 
max of the book when they 
confront the monster in the 
caverns below the baths — I 
visualize it on a blank screen 
until it has the resonance of 
memory,” Laws said. 


Equally well-visualized are 
the story’s erotic elements, al¬ 
though these proved bother¬ 
some to at least one fan: the 
author’s mother. “I must ad¬ 
mit the story pulled me 
along,” she told her son, “but 
it’s the filthiest thing I’ve ever 
read!” 

Gay readers won’t find 
Steam quite that steamy. But 
with its mix of sex and the 


supernatural, psychological 
chills and horror-movie 
thrills, along with the lurking 
presence of AIDS to provide 
a backdrop of heartbreaking 
reality, Steam is a potboiler 
all along.

Homophobic Dreck

B ludgeoned — that’s 
how I felt after sitting 
through two hours of 
badly acted, homo- 
phobic tripe — as if the direc¬ 
tor, the company, the play¬ 
wright, somebody, had beaten 
me with a blunt object. 

I had no idea that the ’50s 
were so universally missed 
that it was necessary to recre¬ 
ate them. Amulets is a 
newish play by Paul Zindel 
that explores, with reprehen¬ 
sible homophobia, the tor¬ 
tured life of the male homo¬ 
sexual. If I tell you that the 
climactic moment of the piece 
occurs when The Homosexu¬ 
al kisses (on the lips, no less) 
the young man — who may be 
12 or 20 for all I could tell — 
do I really need to tell you 
any more, or are you able 
quite easily to fill in the rest? 

I imagine that Zindel had a 
checklist of stereotypes to 
work from when he created 
these caricatures of charac¬ 
ters. You have your absent fa¬ 
ther, your domineering moth¬ 
er, your kindly but exploited 
street hustler, your confused 
scion of the absent 
father/domineering mother 
couplet, your suicidal audi¬ 
ence member (that would be 
me), and on and on. 

Mrs. DiPardi is dying, and 
she wants to die in her home, 
with her (homosexual) son 
whom she bites any time he 
gets close enough for her to 
grab (dying? — I should be 
that strong). Since she hates 
her queer son (she tried to 
burn him in the oven when 
she caught him with a boy), I 
was unclear why she wanted 
to be anywhere near him. 

Uninteresting Weirdness 

Nurse Boyd is hired to 
keep the official death watch, 
and she brings her very odd 
son with her. By the time 
Mrs. DiPardi finally dies (and 
believe me it could have hap¬ 


pened lots sooner for my 
taste), there have been count¬ 
less instances of violence, ho¬ 
mophobia and generally unin¬ 
teresting weirdness. 

The acting space at this 
theatre is a very long, very 
narrow rectangle, one that 
might be ideal for laying out 
fresh spaghetti that needed to 
dry, but since the realistic set 
had no sink (kitchen sink real¬ 
ism without a kitchen sink — 
what a concept), the macaroni 
metaphor remained unreal¬ 
ized. The shape of the acting 
area meant that staging tend¬ 
ed to be in two directions, 
back and forth, but since the 


acting was also two-dimen¬ 
sional, that was probably ap¬ 
propriate. 

Amulets is a wretched 
piece of homophobic dreck, 
and the decision of the 
(painfully misnamed) Actors 
Theatre to produce it is ap¬ 
pallingly insensitive. The only 
saving grace in this produc¬ 
tion is that the acting is so ter¬ 
rible it is unlikely that anyone 
will believe that this piece re¬ 
flects real life of the gay, or 
any other, kind. ▼

'Maddening' 

Madwoman

T he play may have 
been about the mad¬ 
woman of Chaillot, 
but the madwoman 
in the theatre was me, 
worked into a rage by ama¬ 
teurish acting of the junior 
high school kind, passing it¬ 
self off as theatre. 

The Madwoman of Chail¬ 
lot was written by Jean Gi- 
raudoux in 1943, and the dan¬ 
gers of the Nazi occupation 
are clearly a significant sub- 
textual element of the piece. 
Or at least I might have 
thought that before I saw this 
abysmally superficial produc¬ 
tion at the Victoria. This pro¬ 
duction had no subtext what¬ 
soever and lacked any sense of 
place or'time or character. 

Madwoman is, like Lady 
Bracknell’s ignorance, “a del¬ 
icate, exotic fruit; touch it and 
the bloom is gone.” It is a 
play that demands the great¬ 
est care, or its gentle message 
of compassion, and environ¬ 
mentalism, is lost in a river of 
treacle. 


Or, in the case of the Vic¬ 
toria Theatre production, an 
ocean of treacle. There was 
not a single time when the 
most obvious, nay, stereotypic 
gesture, line reading or move¬ 
ment was not offered under 
the guise of interpretation. 

The direction, by John 
Cole, who ought to be 
stopped, was painfully pedes¬ 
trian, with not a single moti¬ 
vated movement in the two- 
plus hours that I suffered 
through. Had the result been 
at least interesting or thought¬ 
ful stage pictures, I might 
have been willing to forego 
acting, but since the static mo¬ 
ments were just as tedious as 
the moments in motion, the 
result was tedium of the 
worst kind. 

There is no reason for any¬ 
one to see this production, un¬ 
less as penance for sins too 
awful to contemplate. ▼

Brad Chase in particular 
was quite a mess. It looks like 
his face was on fire and some¬ 
body put it out with an axe.

I did like the scene with 
Craig Slater and Eric Evans. 
Though neither could get it 
up 100 percent, the action had 
a cheesy quality that a gal 
like me really goes for. 

The only truly hot scene in 
this fuck flick was between 
Chip Mathews and Todd 
Fuller, who I found to be the 
only cast member to exude 
any real sexual presence.

Tripped Out 

The next two films I re¬ 
viewed totally tripped me 
out, and since they’re basical¬ 
ly the same thing, I shall dis¬ 
cuss them both simultaneous¬ 
ly- 

Watching Butch Boy No. 1 
and (how creative) Butch Boy 
No. 2 was like watching X- 
rated Candid Camera. There 
are no plots, no dialogue, no 
credits, just a montage of sex 
scenes. 

Both tapes start abruptly 


with bodybuilders in some¬ 
one’s bedroom posing and 
flexing in front of a mirror. 
Some of these men were 
huge, physique-wise that is. 
See apeman pose. See ape- 
man oil his body. See apeman 
look at himself. I found ape- 
man very hot. Unfortunately, 
so did apeman. 

The tapes segue back and 
forth between musclemen 
playing with and adoring 
themselves, and nastier, more 
involved fuck scenes. Some of 
these were quite frenzied, and 
all the men were absolutely 
fucking gorgeous. 

No. 2 had a nice four-way 
fuck scene and an interesting 
segment in which a man has 
an enormous dildo forced 
down his throat. It was 
groovy also to watch him 
fuck himself with it. He had 
that thing truly shoved up 
his booty. Ouch! 

As promised, the Butch 
Boy tapes have not a queen in 
them, at least not queeny- 
looking. These are men, 
honey. Beef. Real food for 
real people. 

Yet watching these tapes is 


somewhat numbing. While 
watching No. 1 , I was easily 
distracted when a neighbor 
came by and showed me 
some of his Barbie-doll collec¬ 
tion. I particularly liked the 
Jem and the Hologram lines. 

However, out of the corner 
of my eye, I saw that the tape 
had switched to a new scene 
and in it was a man with a 
huge mother-fucking dick — 
at least a foot long and as 
thick as a beer can. I gasped 
out loud. 

’Twas all too brief. Fifteen 
seconds later, the tape went 
back to a series of men jack¬ 
ing off, fucking, blah-blah- 
blah. Oh, how positively 
maddening. 


The eerie thing about 
these tapes is that it appears 
that none of the men on dis¬ 
play were aware that they 
were being videotaped. How 
shady. It looks like the cam¬ 
era was placed behind a mir¬ 
ror and allowed to tape what¬ 
ever sexual merrymaking oc¬ 
curred. 

I’ve never really been one 
for voyeurism, but I did get a 
certain thrill watching the 
fucking and sucking of these 
men who were apparently 
oblivious to the camera. They 
were uninhibited and real, 
and all were extremely hot. 

I found the films strange 
and amusing, erotic in a way, 
but not really my cup of tea. 


The editing was erratic; the 
lighting was at times unbe¬ 
lievably bad, though the 
soundtrack was classical mu¬ 
sic, which I found novel. 

Still, it was unsettling to 
watch. I kept thinking how 
pissed I would be if some¬ 
body taped me having sex, 
without my knowledge. If you 
are a fan of this sort of mate¬ 
rial, however, the Butch Boy 
tapes should be right up your 
alley.

Diagnostic Impressions

M ost art involves 
the use of one’s 
creative powers. 
The performing 
arts, however, add the dimen¬ 
sion of .individual interpreta¬ 
tion to the package. 

One of the most fascinat¬ 
ing things about opera is its 
pliability (on both sides of the 
footlights) in the area of inter¬ 
pretation. I stress this be¬ 
cause, while many audience 
members expect the critics to 
take a completely objective 
approach to the art they en¬ 
counter in the course of their 
work, the bottom line is that 
each and every person’s reac¬ 
tion to a piece of art is entire¬ 
ly subjective. Ask each mem¬ 
ber of the audience to place 
several layers of individually 
chosen filters over their con¬ 
tact lenses and you’ll be able 
to understand how different 
people can view the same ob¬ 
ject and yet see it in remark¬ 
ably different ways. 

Last month’s revival of 
The Marriage of Figaro by 


the San Francisco Opera of¬ 
fers the perfect case in point. 
Handsomely designed by 
Zack Brown (who was in¬ 
spired by Goya’s paintings) 
and beautifully lit by Joan 
Arhelger, this production was 
stylishly directed by John 
Copley, a man who certainly 
knows his Mozart. Aided by 
Cliff Cranna’s Supertitles, the 
production goes a long way 
toward making an otherwise 
difficult opera readily accessi¬ 
ble to the general audience. 

However, unlike recorded 
art (where each passage has 
been frozen in memory on a 
CD, videotape or other form 
of magnetic media), perfor¬ 
mance art can vary as widely 
as one’s ability to produce a 
perfect souffle. Anything can 
go wrong in live opera — and 
frequently does. The tiniest 
error can throw an entire 
evening out of whack, and a 
major miscalculation can have 
disastrous ramifications. 

This is where a reviewer 
finds himself in a most pecu¬ 
liar position. Although, after 
enough years of attending live 
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performances, a reviewer’s 
critical acuity should be sharp 
enough to commend what is 
working well and identify the 
parts that need fixing, he re¬ 
mains powerless to do any¬ 
thing that will change the 
course of the performance he 
must review. 

Musical Constipation 

This is why the perfor¬ 
mance of The Marriage of Fi¬ 
garo that I recently attended 
turned into a most frustrating 
experience. Fairly early in 
the evening, it was easy to di¬ 
agnose what was wrong. The 
problem rested squarely on 
the podium where, in a per¬ 
verse fit of musical constipa¬ 
tion, conductor Wolfgang 
Rennert had chosen such 
sluggish tempos that I kept 
waiting for someone to give 
him the Kurt Herbert Adler 
award for dubious achieve¬ 
ment in baton lethargy. 

As a result of Rennert’s 
catatonic conducting, a 
stylishly comedic opera, 
which should be filled with 
life, steadily deteriorated into 
a soggy musical mess in 
which singers had to gasp for 
breath. As the evening wore 
on, the conductor’s tedious 
tempos sapped most of the 
theatrical vitality being gener¬ 
ated on stage by the vocalists. 
While the problem could eas¬ 
ily have been solved by ad¬ 
ministering a strong cup of 
coffee — or a cattle prod — to 
Maestro Rennert, no one was 
either close enough or suit¬ 
ably equipped to perform the 
required resuscitation. 

Because this cast featured 
veterans of many Marriages 
of Figaro — artists who have 
performed Mozart’s classic in 
opera houses around the 
world — watchingthese artists 
cope with their predicament 
proved to be quite fascinating. 
The two male leads (Simone 
Alaimo’s lusty Figaro and 
Wolfgang Brendel’s not over¬ 
ly bright Count Almaviva) fell 
back on standard European

technique: Whenever one’s 
performance security is 
threatened, sing as loudly as 
possible and play directly to 
the house. 

The female leads (Cheryl 
Parrish’s pert Susanna, Fred¬ 
erica von Stade’s lean Cheru- 
bino and Renee Fleming’s 
youthful Countess Almaviva) 
upped the voltage on their en¬ 
semble work in their effort to 
maintain the dramatic integri¬ 
ty of carefully rehearsed and 
well thought-out musical 
ideas. Old hands at coping 
with any and all kinds of per¬ 
formance aberration, the com- 
primarios in the cast (Judith 
Christin’s Marcellina, Paolo 
Montarsolo’s Don Bartolo and 
Michel Senechal’s Don 
Basilio) simply went about 
their business, while trying, 
as always, to keep the show 
moving and maintain as tight¬ 
ly knit a dramatic mesh as 
possible. 

Although their efforts 
could not save the evening 
from losing much of its musi¬ 
cal steam and dramatic in¬ 
tegrity, certain strong points 
should be acknowledged. 

In her San Francisco 
Opera debut, Renee Fleming 
delivered the kind of glowing 


vocalism and radiant stage 
presence that has quickly 
transformed this soprano into 
an outstanding musical artist 
who represents the best the 
American school has to offer. 
As the trouble-prone Cherubi- 
no, mezzo-soprano Frederica 
von Stade (who may eventual¬ 
ly go down in history as the 
oldest page boy to perform on 
the operatic stage) continues 
to deliver an absolutely 
charming, musically stylish 
and thoroughly credible char¬ 
acterization of Mozart’s horny 
teenager. 

Soprano Mary Mills (Bar- 
barina) continues to grow and 
show promise. Old hands 
like mezzo-soprano Judith 
Christin, classic buffo Paolo 
Montarsolo, the great Michel 
Senechal and Seattle’s Archie 
Drake continue to delight au¬ 
diences. 

And while I wish Cheryl 
Parrish’s Susanna had more 
vocal strength and dramatic 
impact, I suspect her charac¬ 
terization will develop with 
more time and maturity. 

As for Maestro Rennert? 
An amphetamine before 
show time could help matters, 
tremendously. ▼ 


Gay Men's Chorus Triumphs on National Tour Anniversary 

The Power of Pronouns

C elebrating the tenth 
anniversary of their 
groundbreaking first 
national tour, the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus 
sang a program of serious 
music followed by pops for 
dessert. On the evening of 
July 20, the capacity audience 
welcomed these men with a 
warm, passionate ovation. 

Music Director Stan Hill 
led the group with spirited, 
professional panache, alertly 
cuing the responsive sections 
while dispensing small con- 
ductorly signals about articu¬ 
lation, breathing and keeping 
expressive faces smooth. 

Consistent attention to ar¬ 
ticulation paid off, particular¬ 
ly in this hall. Herbst Theatre, 
while intimate, tends to swal¬ 
low sound produced toward 
the rear of the stage. Unfortu¬ 
nately, during a few mo¬ 
ments, tenor sound was en¬ 
veloped by the curtains. Yet 
phrases took beautiful shape 
under the hands of music di¬ 
rector Hill, and the musically 
satisfying results were consis¬ 
tent from Brahms and Faure 
through Gershwin and 
Rodgers. 

In- this concert, hearing 
words clearly was of particu¬ 


lar importance. Hill, speaking 
between numbers, said that 
“when a group of men sing 
these words, they take on a 
new significance. Think about 
the impact of ‘The Man I 
Love’ when sung in Lincoln, 
Nebraska.” Sung on the na¬ 
tional tour, this old Gershwin 
favorite made an impression 
on gay and straight audiences 
alike. Also powerful was the 
message delivered through 
“We Kiss in a Shadow” (by 
Rodgers and Hammerstein 
from The King and I), which, 
performed by these men, 
evoked the specter of the clos¬ 
et and its attendant restric¬ 
tions. 

Never was the power of 
pronouns more apparent them 
in Hill’s elegant transcrip¬ 
tions of love songs for this 
chorus. And even Barry 
Mann’s “Sometimes When 
We Touch” was a great im¬ 
provement over the tired 
original — gentler, surer, and 
more powerful than the 
mawkish rasping of Dan Fo- 
gelberg. 

Striking 'Menage' 

Particularly striking was 
Hill’s “Menage d’Amour,” 
three songs arranged to ac¬ 
company an elegant striptease 


pas de deux, by Ney Fonseca 
and Arturo Fernandez in 
evening dress. Male love was 
celebrated with richness and 
humor, and the audience re¬ 
sponded with a wild ovation. 

The evening’s varied fare 
was enhanced by contribu¬ 
tions from the Arlekin String 
Quartet, a visiting ensemble 
from Moscow whose fluid, of¬ 
ten passionate playing was 
unmarred except for very 
slight intonational flaws. 

Another highlight was the 
balletic cavorting of the Men 
About Town, whose funny, 
stylish accompaniment en¬ 
livened the “Merry Widow” 
excerpts sung by Marian 
Marsh, aglitter with rhine¬ 
stones as guest soprano for 
the evening. 

Unfortunately, the sopra¬ 
no’s efforts in the highest reg¬ 
ister were strained, and her 
articulation was foggy, espe¬ 
cially by comparison with the 
chorus, whose clarity was un¬ 
flagging.

Harry Weinberg’s Notebook 
is the story of a Jewish widower 
and Holocaust survivor who 
takes a writing class at a se¬ 
nior center. The teacher, Miss 
Fein, is a Jewish lesbian who 
feels out of touch with her 
own Jewish roots and wants 
the seniors in her class to tell 
their stories “so our histories 
don’t get lost.” 

Harry Weinberg narrates 
the film and addresses the 
theme of the younger genera¬ 
tion that wants to hear the 
stories of the older generation 

— while the latter prefers to 
forget about an often painful 
past. Harry says to the teach¬ 
er at the end of a class, “You 
want to know about your Jew¬ 
ish roots? We’ll go shopping, 
and I’ll make you a nice 
chicken soupf” 

Harry faithfully does his 
homework and dredges up 
i the past, while wondering the 
whole time why the teacher 
wants to hear these stories, 
anyhow. After receiving the 
first assignment to “go home 
and simply write about how 
you spent your day,” Harry 
wants to tell the teacher, “Ba- 
shevis Singer, I’m not. You 
think the whole world’s wait¬ 
ing to hear what Harry Wein¬ 
berg had for breakfast?” 

The film, like the short sto¬ 
ry, has many heartfelt mo¬ 
ments, especially Harry’s 
composing of a letter to Har¬ 
vey Milk in response to the 
teacher’s assignment to “write 
a letter to someone from your 
past who you can’t talk to 
anymore.” Harry starts the 
letter by telling Milk that he 
always sees his late wife and 
his parents in his dreams, 
“but I wanted to write to you 
... Harvey, the night you died 
thousands of people walked 
the streets with candles.” 

Through the use of flash¬ 
backs, Harry is shown read¬ 
ing a newspaper article to his 
wife, Fanny, telling her about 
Dan White’s mere seven-year 
sentence and his Twinkie de¬ 
fense. 

“I couldn’t understand how 
he could like boys,” Harry 
says about Milk, “but that’s 
no reason to kill a person.” 

Harry’s not exactly 100 
percent accepting of homo¬ 
sexuality, but the issue of be¬ 
ing gay comes up several 
times in his life — in the film 

— from his friendship with 
Milk, to the teacher’s coming 
out to him. We’re also shown 
a moving account, narrated 
by Marvin Levy, Harry’s 
friend of 30 years, of his close 
relationship with another 
man in the Nazi concentra¬ 


tion camps that he has never 
told anyone about. When 
Levy sees the teacher’s pink 
triangle on her bag, he’s hor¬ 
rified: “Harry, the gays are 
wearing pink triangles like 
they did in the war. Like the 
Nazis made them wear in the 
camps.” 

Not many films —- or sto¬ 
ries — interweave both Jewish 
and gay/lesbian histories, par¬ 
ticularly the treatment of gays 
in Nazi concentration camps. 
This fictionalized story con¬ 
veys such a feeling of authen¬ 
ticity that author Leslea New¬ 
man says the one question 
she’s constantly asked after a 
public reading is whether or 
not it’s a true story. I natural¬ 
ly assumed that it was. But 
Newman says that Harry and 
Marvin are invented charac¬ 
ters, although, she points out, 
“The story is emotionally true 
in that it could have hap¬ 
pened.” 

Her own childhood, she 
adds, was filled with charac¬ 
ters like Harry Weinberg. 
Newman also relied on three 
books in preparation for writ¬ 
ing the story: The Men in 
Pink Triangles, The Mayor 
of Castro Street and Number 
Our Days. 

First-Time Filmmaker 

Newman feels that first¬ 
time narrative filmmaker 
Yariv Kohn “did a good job 
keeping the integrity of the 
characters and told the story 
beautifully.” Kohn, a film stu¬ 
dent at Montreal’s York Uni¬ 
versity, was born in Israel and 
raised in Canada. Interesting¬ 
ly enough, he learned of New¬ 
man’s book through his wife’s 
lesbian aunt. 

Both Kohn and his wife 
agreed that he had to make 
the film and so he ap¬ 
proached Newman about do¬ 
ing a film based on her short 
story. Newman says Kohn 
has been predominantly mar¬ 
keting the film to mainstream 
Jewish audiences. She would 
like it to be shown to gay and 
lesbian audiences as well, but 
she adds that the film has 
made her work “accessible to 
people who would never pick 
up a collection of lesbian 
short stories.” 

“I cried the first 10 times I 
saw the video, and I know 
what’s going to happen,” says 
Newman. I cried too even 
though I’ve read the story 
twice and heard the author 
read it aloud two times. Bring 
tissues.

garten first.’ You have to 
have a little bit of irreverence 
or contempt for some of the 
stuff that goes by us. Once I 
went too far, lambasting Julia 
Phillips for her book, You’ll 
Never Eat Lunch in This 
Town Again. TV Guide and 
USA Today both picked it 
up. The last quote from her 
on the sound bite was, ‘I 
wrote this book for therapy.’ 
My line coming out of it was, 
‘Why didn’t you just spend 
money on therapy like the 
rest of us, then write the book 
and throw it away. Why do 
you have to make money at 
the expense of other people’s 
lives?’ ” 

Off-camera, Tesh is even 
more outspoken. When 
pressed about E.T.’s failure 
to cover gay and lesbian is¬ 
sues, Tesh succinctly ex¬ 
plains, “There are probably 
more homophobes in Los An¬ 
geles who don’t admit to it 
than any place else in the 
world. That makes it tough in 
the industry. 

“On E.T., we deal with 
gay and lesbian themes as 
much as they come up on 
television, because we’re basi¬ 
cally a parody of that. When 
L.A. Law was so bold as to 
have two women kissing, we 
were all over that. It was like, 
‘Oh great. They put it on the 
air so we can put it on the 
air.’ I think the coasts are a 
little more comfortable with 
the subject, but you start 
broadcasting that in Montana 
and they go crazy. 

“Some producers, like 
Steven Bochco, are doing 
their best to really expose the 
American public to gays and 
lesbians and show they are 
real people, with hearts and 
brains like anyone else. Edu¬ 
cation is important, but I’m 
not sure what the media can 
do to correct the situation in 
this country. It’s almost like a 
civil war, like what the black 
community went through sev¬ 
eral years ago. And I’m speak¬ 
ing for a community that I’m 
not a part of right now. I 
think I understood it more in 
1976 when I spent every other 
night at Studio 54. It was just 
such a very, very comfortable 
atmosphere. 

“I think people are afraid 
of things they don’t under¬ 
stand. There’s a male and fe¬ 
male side to all of us, and 
people who are homophobic 
are those who are afraid of 
this part of their sexuality. 
For instance, a man may be

afraid of his female side. I 
think the AIDS crisis has 
been bestowed on the gay 
community, and not rightfully 
so. People will resort to ho¬ 
mophobia to try and explain 
things they don’t understand. 
It’s like, ‘OK, well, if I can’t 
understand it, it must be aber¬ 
rant behavior.’ 


When pressed 
about E.T.'s 
failure to cover 
lesbian and gay 
issues, Tesh 
succinctly 
explains,

in the world. 
That makes it 
tough in the 
industry." 

“We at E.T. are going to 
put on the air what people 
tell us they want to see, be¬ 
cause we want higher ratings. 
Look at the way films are 
made. When a film is made, 
they test it. If the people don’t 
like the ending, the studio 
changes it. How absurd can 
you get? Movies aren’t art 
anymore. If someone says, ‘I 
don’t like it when the dog 
dies.’ Then the dog won’t die, 
damn it. They’ll take it out 
and shoot another ending. 
That’s absurd, but it happens. 
It’s like writing a book and, 
when somebody reads it and 
doesn’t like the ending, the 
author changes the ending so 
more people will buy it. It’s 
scary stuff.” 

Indirect Pressure 

As for censorship on En¬ 
tertainment Tonight, Tesh 
acknowledges the show is not 
immune to outside pressure, 
but it manifests itself in a 
rather indirect way. 

“We’re not sensitive to five 
phone calls from viewers, but 
Paramount, our producer, 


does a thing called ‘Focus 
Groups.’ Like all the major 
networks and studios, they 
take shows, or portions of 
shows, out to six different 
cities that represent a cross- 
section of middle America 
and ask them what they 
think. But when you ask‘ 
someone what they think, 
they have to have an opinion. 
They’ll make one up if they 
don’t have one. They say stuff 
like, ‘Why did you have to 
show that thing with two 
women kissing?’ And you can 
see what advertisers have 
done to AIDS-related story 
lines. It’s very sick, that you 
can’t address the issue with¬ 
out advertisers threatening to 
pull their ads.” 

Tesh may have an oppor¬ 
tunity to balance the scales 
when he begins his new day¬ 
time interview show this 
September on NBC. The pro¬ 
gram, One on One, will air at 
11 a.m. weekdays, with two 
guests profiled on each show. 
Tesh describes the program 
as your basic “Barbara Wal¬ 
ters-type format.” Tesh is also 
under contract to do NBC’s 
Olympics coverage, although 
his most immediate priority is 
rest and relaxation. 

“I just divorced a couple of 
months ago, and now I need 
to take some time to relax 
and spend time to myself. We 
were married for eight years. 
The relationship failed for 
one reason — me. I truly, mad¬ 
ly, deeply cared about noth¬ 
ing but my career.” 

Although it may have cost 
him his marriage, the single- 
minded fashion in which 
Tesh pursued his career goals 
has made him one of the 
most recognizable faces in 
America. But with the celebri¬ 
ty status Entertainment 
Tonight has granted Tesh, 
there are also some draw¬ 
backs that he tolerates with 
good-natured patience — with 
one exception. 

“I usually get the same 
stuff from people I run into 
on the street, ‘What is Mary 
Hart really like? Are her legs 
really as good as they look? 
Do you have a new album 
out? You’re much taller than 
you look on TV ” Or, he re¬ 
calls with disgust, “When I 
walk into a bar, someone will 
sing out, ‘Da-da-dada-da-da,’ 
which is very irritating.”

with pride, but obviously, ho¬ 
mosexuality is still a struggle 
in her country, Peru. Her 
group has come out coura¬ 
geously against the Bandas de 
Ma ta Cabros — “Gangs of Fag 
Killers. The newspapers call 
them that. Nobody knows 
who they are and nobody in¬ 
vestigates them. There have 
been over 200 cases of gay as¬ 
sassinations on the streets of 
Lima in the last two years, 
horrible forms of killing: mu¬ 
tilations and point-blank gun¬ 
shots. Most of the victims are 
drag queens who work as 
street prostitutes, young peo¬ 
ple, poor people.” 

The forties-something Li- 
meha activist wears a double¬ 
female-symbol necklace made 
by a friend to mark her com¬ 
ing out at the First Confer¬ 
ence of Lesbian Feminists of 
Latin America held in Mexico 
City in 1987. The historic 
event ended in a march to the 
Zocalo central square. 

“I had never, never been in 
a march of lesbians. I had ex¬ 
pected violence or at least in¬ 
sults, but there were so many 
of us. It was very important 
for me. I returned to my dou¬ 
ble life in Lima and quit my 
job so I could use my energy 
for something positively les¬ 
bian. I’d rather be happy than 
employed!” 

Rebecca grew up in a low¬ 
er-middle-class barrio, “which 
has the highest concentration 
of ‘black’ people in Lima.” 
By this she means darker- 
skinned morenos, a term 
with racist connotations used 
among Latins. “Of five broth¬ 
ers and sisters, I was the 
youngest and the darkest. 
They called me La Negra 


and joked that I was from 
some other family. I had to 
learn to like myself. 

“But my attitude has al¬ 
ways been ‘anti’ — I would

never wear dresses or want 
blond dolls, but it isn’t easy to 
find ‘black’ ones. I liked puz¬ 
zles or trains, not kitchen 
toys. My family finally accept¬ 


ed my obsessions, but it re¬ 
mained hard for me.” 

Even under the peer pres¬ 
sure of 15 year olds, she had 
no boyfriends. Did Rebecca 
think she was lesbian? “No, 
only the usual schoolgirl 
crushes — one for a literature 
professor. She was tall, suave, 
beautiful, but then she mar¬ 
ried a police official, which 
was quite a blow to me.” It 
may also have been a sign of 
the times: the ’70s saw a reac¬ 
tionary military government 
in Peru. 

“My group were all 
marginals, the less stuck-up 
people, in the student move¬ 
ment, drug addicts. And I 
submerged my identity into 
the political process in leftist 
groups. I had relationships 
with men, and then I met my 
first lesbian and had my first 
experience, in 1979. But she 
was very stereotypical, very 
butch, like a guy. It was a 
very difficult time for me. I 
would find other women in 
our bed. It was also a time of 
crisis on the left, and I got 
tired of being their secretary 
and not being involved in de¬ 
cision making. That was also 
my time in therapy — three 
years trying to be straight. 

“And then,” she recalled, 


with obvious relief, “in 1983 
my new job, which was with 
a distributor of books on 
Christianity and civil rights, 
sent me to a feminist confer¬ 
ence, and there they had a 
mini-workshop on lesbianism 
— and 400 out of the total of 
600 women showed up for it! 
Everyone was talking about 
their experiences, gorgeous 
women with real political po¬ 
sitions and not just male drag. 
And my impetus lesbico 
burst into flower once again.” 

Considerable Changes 

Things have changed con¬ 
siderably in her personal life. 
On a Queer Nation day trip 
with a group of North Amer¬ 
icans and Mexicans, she com¬ 
plained that too many les¬ 
bians she meets back home 
want monogamy, which Re¬ 
becca sees as a leftover from 
heterosexuality. 

And the last 10 years have 
been violent ones in Peruvian 
politics, she explained. Eight¬ 
een thousand people there 
have disappeared or been 
killed. Who is responsible for 
all the violence? “The govern¬ 
ment,” she says, “the army in 
combat with Sendero Lumi- 
noso (a Maoist revolutionary 
group) or Tupac Amaro 
(Cuban allied, less dogmatic), 
drug traffickers and indepen¬ 
dent paramilitary right-wing 
hate groups.” 

When it comes to defend¬ 
ing drag queens and other 
gay people, Rebecca notes “a 
lack of interest on the part of 
traditional civil rights groups 
like Amnesty International or 
the International Commission 
on Human Rights. So our 
gay and lesbian group, the 
Movimiento, which is mostly 
middle-class and lower mid¬ 
dle-class, has had to take a 
more and more political 
stance, which some gays may 
prefer not to embrace. But it 
doesn’t matter if you’re Chris¬ 
tian, apolitical, left or right. 
We are homosexuals of di¬ 
verse styles. Being plural is 
challenging to the gay com¬ 
munity, but possible.” 

That is why the 
Movimiento speaks up about 
the gay murders. “We sus¬ 
pect it is groups of corrupt 
policemen doing it, who try 
to extort money from illegal 
prostitutes and kill them if 
they don’t cooperate. But it’s 
not always the government. 

“In the interior, where 
groups like Sendero Lumi- 
noso have their liberated ter¬ 
ritories, they also impose 
their morality, which is anti¬ 
prostitute, anti-drugs, anti-gay 
and pro-monogamous — they 
even cut all the hair off of 
straight women and men who 
are caught in adultery, as an 


act of shaming. And there 
have been three cases of 
deaths in areas under their 
control,” she says, “in Pucalpa 
and Tarapoto, of obvious ho¬ 
mosexual men, not women. It 
almost split our organization 
to denounce a group on the 
left. But their homophobia is 
real, just as it is among the 
police. 

“So to pressure human 
rights groups who say, ‘That’s 
not our topic,’ we’re produc¬ 
ing a report of gay cases not 
mentioned in their official 
lists. We know we’re running 
certain risks to our own secu¬ 
rity by denouncing them. 
We’ve had bomb threats al¬ 
ready. But this is our job.” 

On the last day of the con¬ 
ference, we planned to have a 
demo: a political affair using 
the romantic open-air car¬ 
riages that ply the main street 
of Acapulco. Otherwise sup¬ 
portive local officials — fearing 
a right-wing backlash in up¬ 
coming elections — asked us 
to cancel it. Mexican confer¬ 
ence organizers brought the 
decision to the group for a 
vote. 

After the Guadalajara de¬ 
feat by right-wing politicos 
and high priests only a few 
weeks before, the internation¬ 
al mix of activists decided to 
hold the march anyway. But 
instead of a protest, we 
agreed to hold a queer March 
of Appreciation, dedicated to 
the lovely and liberal city of 
Acapulco. News of our 
march, very positive, made 
the front page in all three 
dailies. 

The gay carriages being 
unavailable, we took to the 
streets, temporarily blocking 
traffic on the main tourist 
drag, marching as far as a 
very appropriate statue of Di¬ 
ana, Goddess of the Hunt. In¬ 
stead of denunciations, we 
waved to people and sang. A 
lesbian song, to a bouncy salsa 
beat, went: 

No no no, senior, you no me 
cesare. 

Asi le dije al cura y asi le 
dije al juez. ... 

Estoy enamorada, pero con 
una mujer. 

Which roughly translates: 

No way, mister, that I’m 
ever getting wed. 

I told that to the preacher, I 
told it to the judge. ... 

It’s true I am in love, but 
it’s with another woman. 

We men also sang out, in 
Spanish, “The locas united 
will never be defeated.” And I 
learned this clever turnabout, 
chanted while hopping up and 
down: “El que no brinca es 
macho.” "Anyone who won't 
jump is a macho.” Heaven for¬ 
bid. ▼ 
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romp over the Rainbow Roos 
was enough to lasso a spot for 
the Corral in the B Division 
finals. Tim McQuaid’s two- 
run homer in the first inning 
was the only time the Roos 
cracked through the Corral’s 
airtight defense. Monty 
Casley, Tom Scholar and Pe¬ 
ter Czech powered the Cor¬ 
ral’s offense that exploded for 
22 runs. 

One big win didn’t 
promise everyone a spot in 
the finals. The Pendulum 
Bucs had their best game of 
the season as they hammered 
SMMILE 23-2. Brian 
Gearhart had a grand slam in 
his five-for-five day perfor¬ 
mance. Kevin also collected 
five hits. John Caldera home- 
red, Dudly Culver tripled and 
Jef Angus had his first perfect 
three-for-three game of the 
season. Too bad for the Bucs 
that they couldn’t have saved 
up some of their hitting for 
their game against Uncle 
Bert’s Brats. 

The Brats had to beat both 
the Pendulum Bucs and the 
Rawhide to make a place for 
themselves in the semi-finals.

Battling the Yeasties

T here’s a little yeast out 
there that is making a 
lot of people’s lives 
quite miserable. Its 
name is Candida Albicans. 
The problem with writing 
about Candida is that it encom¬ 
passes so many possible symp¬ 
toms that anyone reading 
about it may assume im¬ 
mediately that they have it and 
become alarmed. It’s kind of 
like taking your first Abnor¬ 
mal Psych class in college — 
everytime you. read about the 
symptoms, you’re sure you’re 
a classic case! 

However, enough people are 
suffering from this overrun of 
yeast in their bodies that I feel 
compelled to at least touch on 
this area. Anyone wishing to 
investigate further can begin 
by reading the classic, The 
Yeast Connection, by William 
G. Crook, M.D. 


I first discovered that I was 
suffering from Candida in 
1988. I’d been dieting for a 
bodybuilding contest, but 
though I had almost no food 
left in my diet to speak of, I was 
still retaining water. With the 
help of my trainer, I was able 
to isolate certain food sen¬ 
sitivities such as wheat. When 
I dropped these foods, things 
improved a little but not com¬ 
pletely. 

It was only after the contest 
ordeal was over that I was in¬ 
troduced to Dr. Crook’s book. 
Candida, an opportunistic dis¬ 
ease, preys on those with com¬ 
promised immune systems. 
My trainer had found the book 
at the home of a friend who 
was suffering from AIDS. 

Red Flag 

One of my personal red flags 
was the mention of digestive 
disorders (which I had always 


blamed on “nerves”) as well as 
allergies and a craving for car¬ 
bohydrates. For some the crav¬ 
ing may be for sugar products 
or alcohol — for me it was 
bread and pasta. Same thing. 
Anyone who’s ever baked 
bread understands that yeast 
thrives on sugar or anything 
that can be converted into 
sugar. 

I had vaguely heard about 
“yeast” before, but I’d thought 
it was limited to vaginal yeast 
infections, which excluded me. 
Not so — yeast overrun can 
also manifest itself in the col¬ 
on (creating digestive disor¬ 
ders and gastric distress) or as 
thrush. 

As I’ve said, the symptoms 
are numerous, but here are 
some: fatigue, irritability, pre¬ 
menstrual syndrome (PMS), 
digestive disorders, short at¬ 
tention span/memory loss, 
skin problems, hyperactivity 
or depression, food and/or en¬ 
vironmental sensitivities. If 
you have a number of these 
symptoms and you have had to 
take antibiotics (who of us have 
not in our lives?) and you do 
now or used to either eat a lot 
of sweets; drink a lot of alcohol; 
eat a lot of carbohydrates (such 
as bread, pasta, etc.); and/or 
have been pregnant; taken 
birth control pills or taken cor¬ 
tisone, prednisone or other 
corticosteroids; your chances 
are even higher that you are a 
Candida candidate. 

Ways to Alleviate 

If after reading thus far you 
have any suspicion that yeast is 
in your system, I would sug¬ 
gest reading further. There is 
a long test related to various 
symptoms found in The Yeast 
Connection which can offer 
more proof. Though there’s 
not much that Western medi¬ 
cine can or is willing to do for 
your suffering in this regard, 
there are ways to alleviate the 
symptoms by following a strict 
diet and taking certain natural 
supplements. 

Unfortunately, if you decide 
to aggressively search out and 
kill these little yeasties, you 
must be prepared to feel worse 
before you feel better. As the 
supplements and diet (basical¬ 
ly a restriction of anything the 
yeast can feed on) begin to do 
their work, you will probably 
suffer what is known as a “die¬ 
off’ reaction, which is exactly 
that: the yeast are dying, which 
in effect floods your body with 
dead matter (toxic substances) 
which your system must now 
handle and clear away. 

The basic Candida diet con¬ 
sists of little more than animal 
protein (no dairy, however) and 
vegetables. You absolutely 
must stay away from fruit and, 
at first, complex carbs. Also 
prohibited is any food sub¬ 
stance which is fermented: 
vinegar, mustard, tofu. 

The diet can be extremely 
boring and tedious. However, 
those suffering from Candida 
will probably feel immediate 
relief — more energy, a clearer 
head, alleviation of major 
symptoms such as bloated ab¬ 
domen, etc. It is only after a 
few days, once the yeast are 
really dying off in numbers, 
that the die-off reaction will 
settle in. 

I strongly urge all of you 
with even the smallest suspi¬ 
cions to investigate this prob¬ 
lem further. Read up on this 
problem and talk to experts at 
the health food/vitamin 
supplement stores. ▼

couraging because it’s always 
been the mission of PBS to 
broadcast new material. 

“This assumption that the 
viewing audience can’t ‘read’ 
intensely expressive work, 
cannot understand difficult 
content or experimental struc¬ 
tures that break the formulaic 
styles in television is limiting 
and points to a larger ques¬ 
tion, and that is one of the 
value of arts to the society. As 
a work of art, Son of Sam i s 
evocative of those horrific 
conditions that are now part 
of life. So of course it won’t 
be easy to watch. Looking at 
visual information directly un¬ 
mediated, it accumulates a 
hell of an impact.” 

The producers now have 
the unenviable chore of con¬ 
tacting and individually 
screening the material to each 
and every PBS affiliate in the 
country to arrange any public 
viewings. A call to the Los 
Angeles affiliate, KCET, 
elicited this response from its 
broadcast programming direc¬ 
tor, who asked not to be iden¬ 
tified: “We’re not airing the 
piece and I don’t know why.” 
At press time KCET’s Direc¬ 
tor of Broadcasting, Jackie 
Kain, was not available for 
comment. 

Atlas himself told the 
B.A.R., “PBS expects its 
artists to apply self-censor¬ 
ship, to a priori delimit and 
homogenize. I just wasn’t will¬ 
ing to be intimidated. I want¬ 
ed to expand the parameters 


of what gets on so-called pub¬ 
lic television — which really, 
as it turns out, is so much 
more conservative and unad¬ 
venturous than even the ma¬ 
jor networks.
